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After stormy, six-hour debate: 

Government approves NIS lb.

The cabinet last night approved 
the Treasury’s NIS I billion eco¬ 
nomic growth proposals, after more 
than six hours of stormy delate. 

Twelve voted in favor of the 
plan, with Natan Sharansky, Yuli 
Edelstem. Eli Suissa and Avigdor 
KahaJani voting against and Eli 
Yishai abstaining. 

Another meeting is planned to 
discuss setting unemployment- 
reduction targets, Edelstein’s 
spokesman said after the meeting. 


' Under pressure from as many as 
half die ministers present. Prime 
Minister Binyamin Netanyahu 
insisted the Treasury spend five 
percent of the. money on people - 
presumably for retraining- rather 
than spending all of the appropria¬ 
tion on infrastfuctore. 

The bulk of the funds will go 
into road and rail improvements, 
with NIS 10 million going towards 
preparations for the influx of 
tourists expected in 2000. 

The theme of the plan is improv¬ 
ing infrastructure to increase eco¬ 


nomic growth and thns reduce 
unemployment, now standing at 
83%., 

The proposals include: 

• Constructing pew roads and 
upgrading existing highways 
throughout the country, principally 
in the area of development towns. 

• Building new train stations 
along the Ayalon Highway, and 
rail lines between Lod and 
Rehovot and Tel Aviv and Beit 
Shemesh. 

• Additional funds will be trans¬ 
ferred to the Housing and 


Construction Ministry for the 
development of housing projects 
in development (owns and less- 
affluent inner-city areas. 

The budget for these measures 
will be split equally between the 
current fiscal year and 1999. 

The measures approved also 
included non-budgetary items: 
Legislation for separating water 
and sewerage activities from die 
municipalities will be speeded up; 
the government will remove the 
bureaucratic blocks preventing a 
NIS 3b.-plus expansion of the 


public works package 


Haifa and Ashdod pons; and rules 
concerning the employment of 
foreign workers will be tightened. 

During the debate ahead of the 
decision, anemion aimed to the 
Bank of Israel's monetary policy. 

Deputy Defense Minister Silvan 
Shalom asked central bank 
Governor Jacob Frenkel to detail 
current interest rates. Frenkel said 
the real interest rate is presently 
63% and the nominal rate is 11 .9%. 

The governor explained the dif¬ 
ference between the two is the rate 
of inflation. 


Shalom countered that currently 
inflation is running at close to zero 
and therefore real interest rates are 
around die 11 % mark. 

“This removes any chance of 
increasing growth and reducing 
unemployment." Shalom said, 
according to an aide. 

Following questions from minis¬ 
ters. Netanyahu asked Frenkel to 
explain the rationale behind the 
high interest rates. Frenkel gave a 
lengthy reply. 

“There was absolutely no ten¬ 
sion between the prime minister 


and the governor," a central bank 
official said, responding to media 
reports that Netanyahu expressed 
frustration at Frenkel’s monetary 
policy and that the governor then 
decided not to answer the prime 
minister's question. 

Defense Minister Yitzhak 
Mordechai attacked the plan. 
“This package, which comes two 
months before the annual program 
[the drawing up of next year's 
budget], will increase unemploy¬ 
ment and will hit the weak in soci¬ 
ety," said Mordechai.

Barak: Settlements are here to stay

Beit EL Ofxa, and other settle¬ 
ments “are here to stay forever,” 
Labor Party chairman Eh ad 
Barak declared yesterday. 

He was speaking at the Beit El 
borne of Yoel Tsur, whose wife 
and son were murdered in a 
drive-by shooting near the settle¬ 
ment in December 1996.

“From here, in Beit El, I want 
to send out a message to the peo¬ 
ple of Beit El and to all the citi¬ 
zens of the State of Israel: The 
Labor Party and I have clear red 
lines. We will remain in Beit El 

forever.” 


However, he quickly added 
that “jus as Israelis will remain 
here in Bed El forever, so wjll 
the Arabs remain in Ramallah.

and no one realizes better than 
Yoel what a horrendous price the 
lack of such security can exact - 
we need to separate the two pop¬ 
ulations.

ety.” 

Some residents suggested in 
jest that they would begin look¬ 
ing for a home for Barak in Beit 
El. They noted that neither 
Yitzhak Rabin or Shimon Peres 
had made comments like Barak's 
when they were prime minister. 

But not everyone was pleased 
with Barak's remarks. 

Peace Now issued a statement 
expressing “shock and dismay" 
at Barak's pronouncements. 

Political observers maintained 
that after Barak submitted a bill 
on Monday calling for the draft 
of haredi yeshiva students, he 
wanted to prove that he is not a 
radical left-winger.

He is already on trial m. 
Jerusalem District Court on crimi¬ 
nal charges relating to acts com¬ 
mitted as a private citizen; he is 
also due to face charges involving 
his role in the Bar-On Affair. 

Deri told Array Radio he had 
turned over the indictment and 
Rubinstein’s letter to his lawyers 
and would confer with them in the 
next few days. 

“I believe 1 wfll be ready to 
make a statement by next week, 
when the Knesset House 
Committee is due to convene," he 
said. 

He said be had not yet decided 
whether to ask the Knesset to 
allow him to waive his immunity. 

The Justice Ministry yesterday 
published the indictment, which 
includes five charges, eight less 
than in the original indictment pre¬ 
pared by attorney-general Michael 
Ben-Yair in 1994. 

Rubinstein explained that under 
the statute of limitations, be had 
no choice but to submit the indict¬ 
ment now. According to die law, 
charges cannot be pressed later 
than five years after the suspect’s 
last interrogation. Deri was last 
questioned on the allegations 
regarding his public actions in 
August 1993, wrote Rubinstein in 
a cover letter, explaining his deci¬ 
sion to ask the Knesset to lift 
Deri's immunity. 

Rubinstein also wrote that he 
decided to file only five charges 
because of the time that has 
elapsed since Deri's alleged 
crimes and his concern that if he 
filed 13 charges, the trial would 
drag on for years, as has his cur¬ 
rent trial, which began in 1993 and 
is still far from over. 

Deri is charged with illegally 
ordering local authorities to funnel 
money from the Interior Ministry 
to specific religious institutions of 
his choice. 

In cases where local authority 
heads balked at doing Deri's bid¬ 
ding, he allegedly made a deal 
with them, whereby they served as 
a funnel for his institutions, while 
he gave them additional funds that 
they could allocate at their own 
discretion.

NEW DELHI (Reuters) - India 
was buffeted by a storm of disgust 
and dismay from around the globe 
yesterday after its trio of nuclear

The United States, Japan, and 
Russia led .die barrage of interna¬ 
tional condemnation, and China 
weighed in after a 24-hour silence 
with an expression of “grave con¬ 
cern.” But India's government was 
apparently emboldened by sweep¬ 
ing domestic support for its sud¬ 
den defiant step: . . 

“Let the world know of India’s 
capability.” ■ Science - and 
Technology . Minister - Murli 
Manohar Joshi told a news confer¬ 
ence, “People wilkrealize.India is 
a sarong nation and cannot be 


taken tightly.” 

New Delhi broke a self-imposed 
24-year moratorium on nuclear test¬ 
ing on Monday with three desen 
blasts close to the border with 
Pakistan. Tested were a fission 
device, a low-yield device, and a 
much-bigger thermonuclear device. 

India has refused to sign the 
Nuclear Non-Proliferation Treaty 
and in 1996 refused to sign die 
Comp rehensive Test Ban Treaty 
(CTBT). 

India’s arch-enemy, Pakistan, 
said it reserves the right to take 
“all appropriate measures for its 
security” and make its defense 
“impregnable.” 

China issued its first statement 
saying the test ran “against inter¬ 
national trends” and was “detri¬ 
mental to peace and stability in 
South Asia,” state radio quoted

Bangzao as saying.

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Swiss Shoah fund solves US distribution problem 

A Swiss fund to help needy victims of the Holocaust has resolved 
a disagreement over payments to US applicants, its president said 
yesterday. The fund's directors agreed on how to pay out a tranche 
of some 45 million Swiss francs in the United States, respected 
Swiss Jewish leader Rolf Bloch told reporters at Zurich airport. 

Applicants will submit a self-assessment form which will evaluate 
their need while respecting their dignity, he said after a fund meet¬ 
ing. Payments, made by check, should be completed within half a 
year, but the procedure will be reviewed if more than 50,000 people 
apply, he added. AP 


German arms firm to pay Jewish forced laborers 

A German defense contracting firm said yesterday that it will 
make payments to surviving Jewish women forced into labor at its 
munitions factory - during the Nazi era. The Diehl company's 
wartime activities became an issue last year when objections were 
raised to making company chief. Karl Diehl, 90, an honorary' citi¬ 
zen of Nuremberg. 

Company spokesman Dirk-Michael Zahn said that "a sum" would 
be paid to surviving women who were taken from the concentration 
camp at Grossposen in what is now Poland and forced to work in 
two of Diehl's production plants. Zahn declined to say how many 
women would receive the lump-sum payment, or how much money 
would be involved. AP 


Hizbullah wants dialogue with Americans

"We definitely expect unrest and 
that there will be violence in most 
places throughout the territories,” 
a defense official said. "We hope 
the PA can control the situation." 

Officials said the PA is whipping 
up anti-Israeli sentiment by its 
appeals for Palestinians to join 
what is being called the "march of 
the million." 


The officials said PA radio and 
television, as well as banners in 
the streets of Palestinian cities, are 
urging resistance against Israeli 
government policies and Jewish 
settlements. 

The officials point to a demon¬ 
stration earlier this week in 
Dehaishe refugee camp, during 
which protesters threatened Pome 
Minister Binyamin Netanyahu.

of religious MKs. The religious 
MKs were not involved in fee 
decision.

incident wife a heavy element of 
religious coercion,” Poraz said. 

He told Knesset Speaker Dan 
Tichon that, “As the person 
responsible for events in the 
Knesset, I'm asking you to ensure 
that the full vocal ensemble 
including the women soldiers 
appear.” 

Knesset spokesman Giora 
Parties said in response that the 
’ artistic program had been decided 
by the IDF and Beit Hanassi. 
However, he noted that in the past 
Oily men had appeared at such 
events. 

"The guiding rule is not to devi¬ 
ate from what was accepted in fee 
past," he said. 

Beit Hanassi Director-General 
Arye Shumer said fee Knesset had 
made it dear that in fee past no 
women singas bad appeared in 
fee plenum. 

During fee plenum ceremony 
one song - "Lach Yerushalayrtrt 
(To You, Jerusalem) - is scheduled 
to be sung by fee male singer, 
accompanied by a (female) key¬ 
board player.

Ben-Yak. who prepared the orig¬ 
inal indictment, wrote that fee local 
authorities, especially those deeply 
in debt, had no choice but to go 
along wife Deri because they were 
dependent on his ministry for funds 
to cover their deficits and to pay for 
development and special projects. 

According to fee indictment, 
Deri channeled almost all of the 
money to Sephardi-haredi institu¬ 
tions, and, in the worst cases, to 
those run by his friends and associ¬ 
ates or - in one case - his family.

He particu¬ 
larly noted Mofaz reputation fa 
being cool-headed, both as a com¬ 
mander and on the battlefield. 

Mordechai told the cabinet that 
he based his decision on four fac¬ 
tors: the candidates’ character and 
leadership abilities, their profes¬ 
sional ability to co mmand a mod¬ 
em army, fee quality of their deci¬ 
sions and the ability to stand fight 
fa fee needs of the IDF while 
retaining a national perspective. 

Mordechai rejected reports that 
he had never even considered' 
Vilna’i, a rival from his own 
career in the military, for the post. 

“There were no personal consid¬ 
erations in my decision,” 
Mordechai said. "I have a lot of 
respect for Maj.-Gen. VIlna’L But 
my decision to recommend Shaul 
Mofaz to the cabinet as CGS was 
made wife integrity_In my opin¬ 

ion he is worthy of fee task.” 

"Everything was done according

Mordechai added.

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FM: Croatia ready for cooperation with Israel

Croatia, completing the stabi¬ 
lization of its economy and gov¬ 
ernment. is ready for cooperation 
with Israel in a host of fields. 
Croatian Foreign Minister Mate 
Granic said yesterday. 

In an interview. Granic said 
Zagreb's privatization program 
now enables cooperation with 
Israel. “Now is a very good time 
for investment and joint ventures, 
especially in tourism, food pro- 
cessine, shipbuilding, hi-tech, and 
defense." he said. "As you can see 
there are many different fields." 

He said Israel and Croatia 
signed three different agreements 
and plan to sign two others, on 
protection of investment and eco¬ 


nomic cooperation. 

Granic. who is also deputy 
prime minister, did not want to 
detail the prospects for defense 
cooperation, but he confirmed 
they were discussed with Prime 
Minister Binyamin Netanyahu on 
Monday. He said such coopera¬ 
tion could include industrial pro¬ 
jects and consultations on 
counter-terrorism and law 
enforcement. 

He acknowledged the similarity 
between Israel's efforts to control 
its borders and those of Croatia, 
which has been cracking down on 
smuggling from neighboring 
Bosnia. 

Granic pointed to the US 
involvement with Croatia’s mili¬ 
tary, helping restructure the army 


Kahalani plans road 
humps near Green Line 
to reduce car theft

Internal Security Minister 
Avigdor Kahalani said yesterday 
he 'would ask the cabinet to 
approve a MS 20 million plan to 
place road humps along an SO km 
strip adjacent to the autonomous 
areas to help prevent car thefts. 

Speaking before the Knesset 
Foreign Affairs and Defense 
Committee, Kahalani. Police 
Insp.-Gen. Yehuda Wilk and other 
security officials reported an 
increase in car thefts since the 
Oslo Agreements. This is particu¬ 
larly evident from Israel to Judea 
and Samaria, leading one official 
to joke that cooperation among 
criminals is almost the only kind 
between Palestinians and Israelis. 

An average of more than 4.200 
vehicles a month were stolen dur¬ 
ing 1997. 

A representative of the EDF's 
Planning Branch reportedly pre¬ 
sented a plan for physically sepa¬ 
rating Israel from die autonomous 
areas, including a security fence 
and minefields, for an estimated 
cost of over N1S I billion. The 
Internal Security Ministry has not 
accepted this plan, both because of 
the cost and the political implica¬ 
tions of treating the autonomous 
areas as a separate state. 

Kahalani also reportedly has a 
plan for a security fence and 
mined area along the Green Line, 
but said he is not sure the govern¬ 
ment would approve it 

MKs heard that since the begin¬ 


ning of this year, when the police 
began raiding the "chop shops” in 
which stolen cars are stripped for 
pans in the autonomous areas, car 
thefts have dropped by SO a day. 

Such operations require coordi¬ 
nation with the IDF. as the Israel 
Police cannot operate in the 
autonomous areas. He said there 
had been 23 raids in the fust four 
months of the year, in which 279 
vehicles had been recovered and 
350 people arrested. 

Some of the raids also uncov¬ 
ered ammunition. 

An official reportedly said there 
is no cooperation with the 
Palestinian Police in Area B 
regions despite the Oslo 
Agreement and that in 1997 the 
Palestinian Police returned to 
Israel only 600 stolen vehicles. 

There has also been a rise of 
60,000 cases of property theft 
from agricultural settlements over 
the past four years. 

Wilk said most stolen cars are 
taken to Judea and Samaria, 
because it is more difficult to take 
one into Gaza, which is more 
closed off. 

MK Haim Ramon (Labor; 
favored separating Israel from the 
territories and said only a diplo¬ 
matic solution could help. 

MK Ze’ev Begin (Likud) 
accused Kahalani. as leader of The 
Third Way Party, of hypocrisy and 
said the source of the problem is 
the Palestinian towns which have 
become sanctuaries for criminals 
since the Oslo Agreements. 
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and providing it with training and 
education in an effort to help it 
reach NATO standards. 

He said his country has “com¬ 
plex relations” with Washington. 
He said the differences between 
the two governments include the 
return of Serbian refugees to 
Croatia and the implementation 
of the Dayton peace process. 
Granic said Zagreb is closely 
monitoring developments in 
Bosnia. He said Bosnia contains 
many advocates of a fundamen¬ 
talist Islamic state. 

“On the Moslem side, there are 
people who are European-orient¬ 
ed.” he said. “And there are people 
who are fundamentalist-orienta¬ 
tion with connection to radical 
Islamic states. And definitely, if 


Croats continue to leave Bosnia, 
the situation in Bosnia will quick¬ 
ly deteriorate. Bosnian Croats are 
absolutely necessary to remain in 
Bosnia as a factor of stability and 
the prevention of an Islamic 
state." 

He reiterated that Croatia plans 
to prosecute Dinko Sakic for war 
crimes in World War n. Zagreb 
has submitted a request for Sakic’s 
extradition from Argentina. Sakic. 
was a commander of the Ustasha 
(Croatian fascist party) concentra¬ 
tion camp at Jasenovac, where 
tens of thousands of Jews were 
killed. 

“Croatia will organize a public 
and transparent trial on the highest 
European standards,” he said. “We 
are ready to cooperate with all 


A-G: Jewish lawlessness 
down in territories

The law enforcement regula¬ 
tions imposed upon settlers and 
Jewish visiters to rise West Bank 
after the Shamgar Commission 
report on the assassination of 
Yitzhak Rabin have reduced law¬ 
lessness in the territories, but not 
to the level that exists inside 
Israel. Attorney-General Elyakim 
Rubinstein told the Knesset Law 
Committee yesterday. 

“There is still insufficient law 
enforcement in the territories, 
especially when it comes to the 
land,” said Rubinstein, referring to 
attempts cm the part of settlers to 
seize land illegally. 

Committee" chairman Han an 
Porat (NRP) asked Rubinstein to 
explain the classified regulations, 
charging that they discriminated 
against the settlers and stigmatized 
them as lawbreakers. 

“The provision allowing {set¬ 
tlers] to be detained without hav¬ 
ing to give cause and without a 
time limit is clearly discriminato¬ 
ry." said Porat. 

“The fact is that every soldier 
who is sent to serve in Judea and 
Samaria must study the regula¬ 


tions and cannot help but get the 
impression that all settlers are law¬ 
less." 

Porat called on Rubinstein to 
suspend the regulations until he 
completes the process of review¬ 
ing and revising diem. He and the 
other members of the committee 
also called on Rubinstein to pub¬ 
lish them. 

Rubinstein said that the public 
reaction to the regulations was 
exaggerated. The reason they had 
not been published is because they 
contain operational details which 
the police insist cannot be 
revealed, he explained. 
Furthermore, since revisions are to 
be made, there is no point in pub¬ 
lishing tiie regulations now. 

He also explained that the main 
element in the regulations is the 
transfer of law enforcement 
responsibility in the territories 
from the army to die police. 

Yossi Beilin (Labor) complained 
that Porat is turning the committee 
into a committee on settler affairs.

Cooler weather unlikely 
to dampen Lag Ba’omer

Tens of thousands of people are 
expected to converge on Ml 
M eron today and tomorrow for the 
traditional Lag Ba’omer celebra¬ 
tions. Extra police will be on duty 
to maintain security and also 
direct traffic. 

The celebrations will begin later 
this afternoon with the transfer of 
an ancient Torah scroll from Beit 
Abu in Safed to the synagogue on 
Ml Meron near the tomb of die 
sage Rabbi Shimon Bar-Yochai. It 
will be the 165th consecutive year 
that the ceremony of carrying foe 
Torah, which itself has been hand¬ 
ed down from generation to gener¬ 
ation in the same family, is held. 

The arrival of die Torah scroll on 
ML Meron, after the traditional 
parade through die streets of 
Safed, will marie the beginning of 
Lag Ba’Omer celebrations. 

The possibility of tight rain and 
cooler-than-average temperatures 


are unlikely to deter the festivities. 
In previous years, between 150,000 
to 200,000 people have attended die 
celebrations on Ml Meron.

“This is a democracy; once we 
go as opposition members and 
once as coalition. There is no rea¬ 
son why ah MK should not learn 
an issue be deals with and it caus¬ 
es no harm to show a united face 
abroad,” he said. 

Attorney-General Elyakim 
Rubinstein said each trip should 
be examined to see whether or not 
public funds are involved.

The talks could begin as early 
as today, when cabinet secre¬ 
tary Dan Naveh. who is accom¬ 
panying Prime Minister 
Binyamin Netanyahu, arrives 
in Washington. 

Until now, the Clinton 
administration has refused to 
even consider any of Israel's 
appeals for Pollard's release. 
The White House, directed by 
the American intelligence com¬ 
munity, first insisted on a clear 
statement of Israeli responsibil¬ 
ity and full cooperation in 
examining what intelligence 
documents Pollard handed over 
to Israel. 

Monday night's communique 
by the Prime"Minister's Office 
did not use language of the past 
- that Pollard was employed in 
a rogue operation of of which 
the Israeli government was not 
aware. 

It also identified Pollard as an 
agent, rather than someone 
who volunteered information 
on an ad hoc basis. 

“Until the government came 
clean with the truth, there was 
no chance of freeing Pollard” 
his attorney Larry' Dub said. 

The communique was a vic¬ 
tory for Naveh over Defense 
Ministry officials, including 
Defense Minister Yitzhak 
Mordeehai. Several weeks ago, 
the Prime Minister’s Office 
was about to release another 
statement that fudged the issue 
of Pollard's handlers and was . 
merely limited to an Israeli i 
appeal for his release on 

humanitarian grounds. < 

Pollard opposed that state- j 
merit so vociferously that 
Naveh did not release it. I 

Instead, for the next several 
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weeks, he and other officials 
drafted numerous texts that 
would satisfy the US demand 
that Israel admit complicity. 
Sources said virtually every 
word was examined and 
numerous drafts 
were written 
until a commit¬ 
tee of five min¬ 
isters received 
the final text. 

They said 
Netanyahu, Justice Minister 
Tzahi Hanegbi, Absorption 
Minister Yuli Edelstein, and 
Communications Minister 
Limor Livnat voted for the text. 
The only dissenting vote was 
cast by Mordeehai. 

But the communique opens a 
new set of difficulties. Sources 
expect Israel and the US to 
engage in secret and intense 
negotiations over Pollard's 
release. 

The US set of demands is 
expected to be long and will 
clearly include the return of all 
the documents Pollard, then an 
analyst in US Naval 
Intelligence, gave Jerusalem 
before his arrest in 1985. 

The FBI believes it has virtu¬ 
ally a complete list of the doc¬ 
uments. Pollard, who has a 
photographic memory, under¬ 
went 52 polygraph tests after 
his arrest and is said to have 
told his interrogators all he 
knows. 

Other US demands will be 
renewed commitments that 
Israel not spy on the US or use 
American citizens for espi¬ 
onage operations. 

American officials are 
expected to demand strict limi¬ 
tations on Pollard once he is 
freed. 

But the overriding sentiment 
now is that Washington wants 
to solve the Pollard problem. 
He has been in jail since I9S5, 
his intelligence information is 
clearly dated and, most of all, 
American Jewish leaders want 
Pollard freed. 

The assessment is that 
Clinton might release him as a 
gesture to help Vice President 
Al Gore win Jewish support for 
his presidential campaign in

The cabinet's decision to pub¬ 
licly recognize Jonathan Pollard as 
an Israeli agent was welcomed 
with “relief and gratitude” yester¬ 
day by the American-bom spy, 
who has been imprisoned for the 
past 13 years, but drew criticism 
and condemnation from the Labor 
Party's Yossi Beilin. 

“This step encourages me to 
believe that the government will 
now do whatever is necessary to 
bring this agent home," Pollard 
said in a statement transmitted 
from Burner Federal Correctional 
Institution in North Carolina. His 
words were conveyed by his wife. 
Esther, to the international news 
media from her home in Toronto. 

Beilin - whose fellow Laborites, 
the late prime minister Yitzhak 


Rabin and ex-prime minister 
Shimon Peres, approved Pollard’s 
mission and authorized the 
defunct scientific liaison office to 
handle and direct him - charged 
that the government acted “irre¬ 
sponsibly." He termed the latest 
move in the Pollard saga as evi¬ 
dence of the government's chaotic 
conduct of matters of state. 

Pollard was euphoric in his 
praise, however. 

"It brings honor to the govern¬ 
ment and the nation.** he said, it 
reassures our people that the state 
will honor its obligation and pro¬ 
tect and defend all who serve it." 

Cabinet secretary Dan Naveh is 
scheduled to visit Pollard on 
Friday. He will discuss the gov¬ 
ernment’s diplomatic efforts to 
win a pardon from President Bill 
Clinton as well as other actions

being taken at the official level to 
convince the American authorities 
that the life sentence meted out in 
his case was excessive and unwar¬ 
ranted. 

Pollard evidently is aw are of the 
burgeoning campaign lo get him 
out from behind bars, a campaign 
which has won the endorsement of 
major figures in the American 
Jewish community, among them 
Rabbi Alexander Schindler, a 
leading Reform rabbi and former 
president of the Conference of 
Presidents of Major American 
Jewish Organizations. 

“My wife. Either, joins me in 
expressing our appreciation and 
thanks to all our family and 
friends, here in Israel and around 
the world, who welcome this 
event as the beginning of the end 
of our ordeal." Pollard said.

MKs call for 
action against 
software piracy

Sixty-nine percent of all personal 
computer programs used here are 
illegal copies, but users of pirated 
software have never been brought 
to court, and sellers of counterfeit 
diskettes and CD-ROMs have only 
rarely, if ever, been prosecuted. 

This was disclosed by lawyer 
Hadar Wieizman. a representative of 
BSA - the international organiza¬ 
tion that fights pirated software - ai 
a meeting of the Knesset Science 
and Technology Committee. 

Committee chairman MK Dalia 
Itzik said the situation, as reported 
by software experts, was depress¬ 
ing, as Israel has become one of the 
leading software counterfeiters in 
the world. 

She said that not only are the laws 
against counterfeiting unsuited to 
dealing with high-tech thievery, but 
worse they were not being enforced 
and the schools and other public 
authorities were not educating 
against it. 


Labor backs Sheetrit for Jerusalem mayor

The Labor Party has thrown its 
support behind One Jerusalem 
candidate Shimon Sheetrit in the 
race for mayor of Jerusalem.

His candidacy, Sheetrit said, 
would “help us join together the 
Zionist civil society of Jerusalem 


to combine forces to beat the non- 
Zionist haredi forces that have 
begun to rule Jerusalem." 

“No matter who is the mayor, the 
people who are running Jerusalem 
today are [Deputy Mayor HaimJ 
Miller and his partners." 

Sheetrit, who first announced his 
candidacy in January as the repre¬ 
sentative of One Jerusalem, the 
party of former mayor Teddy 


Kollek, said the haredi coalition 
partners of Likud have been exer¬ 
cising cultural and religious censor¬ 
ship in the city. They have created a 
“city that is stifling the freedom of 
artistic creation.’' he said. 

Likud officials, especially 
Olmert, have said in the past that 
they are confident of victory 
regardless of the candidate that 
One Jerusalem chooses. 


Gov’t seeks to keep lid on Bassiouny allegations

Open court hearings against Egyptian 
Ambassador Mohammed Bassiouny, who is 
charged with sexual assault of a belly dancer, 
coul3 damage Israel's relations with Egypt and 
endanger human life, according to Attorney- 
General Elyakim Rubinstein. 

Rubinstein yesterday petitioned the High 
Court of Justice to revoke a previous decision 
given by Magistrate Court President Dan 
Arbel lifting the ban on publication about the 
affair. 

Bassiouny is facing a civil suit from belly 


dancer Shiomit Shalom for sexual assault, 
which allegedly took place when the two of 
them were alone in a Ram at Gan apartment last 
summer. The flat belongs to an Israeli friend of 
the ambassador. 

Rubinstein said the in the petition that there 
is “profound fear that the continued publica¬ 
tions, especially of the court debates, could 
very probably damage Israel’s diplomatic rela¬ 
tions with Eevpt and even endanger human 
life.” 

Rubinstein based his argument on a letter by 
Foreign Ministry' Director-General Eitan 
Bentsur. The latter wrote that publishing details 


of the courtroom debates might tv exploited by 
elements interested in sabotaging Israel's 
diplomatic relations with Egypt. 

The interest of avoiding damage to foreign 
relations should take precedence over the inter¬ 
est of the openness of the debate, Rubinstein 
argued. 

Rubinstein also asked for a delay in imple¬ 
menting Arbel's decision until the hearings on 
this issue. He asked that these be held behind 
closed doors. This would enable the court to 
hear a full presentation of the evidence of 
damage which might be caused to Israel 's for¬ 
eign relations.

India’s surprising nuclear tests this week have blown apart Western strategy 


for stability in the heart of Asia

WASHINGTON - In the mil¬ 
liseconds needed to set off a few 
nuclear bombs early Monday 
morning. the government of 
India blew apart the Western 
world’s long-standing strategy 
for preserving stability on the 
Asian subcontinent and contain¬ 
ing a dangerous nuclear arms 
race among India. China and 
Pakistan. 

The seismic waves took just 20 
minutes to dissipate in the 
Earth's crust, but the conse¬ 
quences of the explosions will 
persist in Washington and other 
capitals for months if not years. 
Virtually every aspect of 
Washington's relationships with 
India and Pakistan may now have, 
to be re-examined, according to 
US officials and independent 
experts. 

No longer can the world claim 
onlv five" declared nuclear pow¬ 
ers- the United States. Russia. 
Britain, France and China - and 
three undeclared powers. India, 
Pakistan and Israel. With scant 
regard for the admonitions of 
other members of the group. 
India has abruptly and loudly 
elbowed itself From the bottom 
into the top tier of this privileged 
elite. 

A prevailing assumption of US 
policy in the region for the past 
25 years - that regional stability 
could be preserved through 
deliberate, polite ambiguity 
about India's nuclear capabilities 
- is now utterly worthless. No 
one can ignore the country's 
weapons now. in Pakistan. China 
or anywhere else near enough to 
be within reach of India's 


nuclear-capable bombers or the 
force of medium-range Agni bal¬ 
listic missiles now in (he final 
stage of development. 

This means that Washington 
faces the immediate challenge of 
stopping the chain reaction that it 
had long predicted in the event of 
an Indian or Pakistani nuclear 
blast, namely a decision by the 
other country to respond in kind 
with a blast of its own. The first 
seismic station to record the shock 
waves was a site near Islamabad 
called Nihlore, and now 
Washington's task will be to con¬ 
vince the Pakistanis not to view 
the blasts through a prism of anx¬ 
iety about New Delhi's intentions. 

Few US officials were opti¬ 
mistic Monday that they will be 
successful in preventing Pakistan 
from carrying out its repeated 
public threats to do so. "Pakistan 
did not wam to be die first to test 
... but now they will be forced to 
by public opinion,'* said one 
senior official. 

The tests also destroyed anoth¬ 
er prevailing assumption of US 
policy: that Washington could 
slowly lure India away from its 
insistence that nuclear weapons 
are essential to its security by 
spinning a web of economic ties 
and political dialogue. An unusu¬ 
ally tough and clearly written US 
law leaves the administration no 
choice now but to implement a 
punishing set of sanctions that 
could harm US-India relations 
for years to come. 

Washington's enthusiasm for a 
tough response was no doubt 
deepened by its embarrassment 
at having failed to see that the 
blasts were coming. This failure 
stands in contrast to an episode in 


December 1995, when US spy 
satellites noticed suspicious 
work under way at the Indian test 
site at Pokaran, and US diplo¬ 
mats intervened in time to dis¬ 
suade the ruling United Front 
coalition from going forward. 

This time, India's military and 
top officials of the ruling 
Bharatiya Janata Parry were 
more cautious as they prepared 
for the explosions. As one US 
intelligence official put it 
Monday, "We were as shocked as 
anybody” due to Indian conceal¬ 
ment efforts that deprived policy¬ 
makers and the CIA of any 
advance warning. 

Another US official said, “We 
knew that the BJP had always 
taken the position that India 
should be a nuclear power ... but 
the political analysis was that 
they would not actually go 
through with this, that they 
would not do something that 
would be this costly.” Whatever 
trust had existed between 
Washington and New Delhi on 
this issue will not be easily 
revived, according to this official 
and several others. 

THE SIGNIFICANCE of the 
blasts in narrow military terms 
remains uncertain. While the 
Indian prime minister claimed in 
his public announcement that one 
of the devices was thermonuclear, 
implying a hydrogen bomb, sev¬ 
eral US government analysts cast 
doubt on that idea and said it was 
more likely a "boosted fission” 
device that falls short of the most 
powerful type of bomb devised 
by man so far. 

Further clarification may not be 
available until US scientists have 


analyzed any radioactive parti¬ 
cles released by the blasts and 
captured downwind by Air Force 
sampling planes and ground- 
based radiation detectors. 

India claimed the blasts, which 
occurred at 6:13 a.m. EDT, were 
more powerful than its only other 
nuclear explosion, undertaken 
almost 24 years ago to the day on 
May 15, 1974, in a test India has 
never acknowledged involved a 
nuclear weapon. But US officials 
said the total force of die three 
explosions appeared to be 10 to 
20 kilotons, or less than 20,000 
tons of TNT - a force roughly 
similar to the previous explosion. 

India’s most likely aim, the 
officials said, was to confirm the 
development of a bomb design 
particularly suited for deploy¬ 
ment atop the new Agni missile, 
which is to have a projected 
range of 2,240 km. and be capa¬ 
ble of reaching more than 15 
nations, including much of 
China. The missile requires addi¬ 
tional tests before it can be 
deployed. 

One clue to India’s motives for 
developing such a warhead may 
be a statement on May 3 by its 
defense minister, George 
Fernandes, who denounced 
Pakistan's recent test of a new 
medium-range ballistic missile 
called the Ghauri and also claimed 
that China posed a military threat 
because it had deployed tactical 
nuclear weapons near the Indian 
border in Tibet. 

But US intelligence officials 
say they believe the long-stand¬ 
ing Indian claim of nuclear mis¬ 
siles in Tibet is false, and that by 
resuscitating the allegation. New 
Delhi may be manufacturing a 


foreign Threat in an attempt to 
justify its own nuclear advances. 

China is in any event well-posi¬ 
tioned to respond to any new 
Indian threat, with an arsenal of 
roughly 400 nuclear warheads 
already on hand and a well-estab¬ 
lished pipeline of quiet assis¬ 
tance to the Pakistani nuclear 
program. 

In broader strategic terms, the 
Indian blasts constitute a blunt 
rejection of efforts by the five 
declared nuclear powers to con¬ 
vince all other nations that their 
security will be diminished, not 
enhanced, if they acquire an 
overt nuclear capability. This 
idea served as the cornerstone of 
US efforts in 1995 to convince 
the bulk of the world to forswear 
nuclear arms, and all nations in 
1996 to forswear nuclear testing. 

India had already rejected the 
Non-Proliferation Treaty and the 
Comprehensive Nuclear Test Ban 
treaty as hypocritical efforts by 
the established nuclear powers to 
prevent anyone else from joining 
their club. But Washington had 
hoped this view would eventual¬ 
ly give way as economic power, 
rather than military might, 
became the most important deter¬ 
minant of influence in the post¬ 
paid War era. 

The blasts proved, if anything, 
that India is not buying that 
notion. Instead, as the Defense 
Department said in a report last 
year on proliferation problems. 

New Delhi continues to view 
"nuclear weapons as a symbol of 
international power and pres¬ 
tige”- much as the United States

New York State gives Grand Central a $200m. overhaul

NEW YORK - It's like Grand 
Central station in here. 

Exhibit A: Construction workers 
in paint-stained jeans pull the trig¬ 
gers on screaming electric saws, 
as others strain To control con¬ 
crete-punishing jackhammers. The 
din is overwhelming. 

Exhibit B: Amid the noise, steel 
scaffolding, orange mesh con¬ 
struction fence and makeshift dry- 
wall barriers, wide-eyed com¬ 
muters hustle by from every direc¬ 
tion, oblivious to the melee around 
them. 

It is Grand Central station in 
here. 

The world's most famous train 
terminal, crippled by years of traf¬ 
fic and neglect, is undergoing a 
$200 million renovation courtesy 
of New York State. The program is 
intended to make the 85-year-old 
hub both aesthetically pleasing 
and economically viable. 

Whether both objectives are met 
will depend largely on the efforts 
of Williams Jackson Ewing Inc., a 
Baltimore real estate outfit with a 
national reputation for transform¬ 
ing high-profile, often weathered 
landmarks into destinations where 


people go to shop. eat. be enter¬ 
tained - even catch trains. 

At Grand Central Terminal, 
WJE and partner Chicago-based 
LaSalle Partners are planning to 
introduce 119 stores and restau¬ 
rants as part of a comprehensive, 
renovation to the terminal, which 
architectural writer Kenneth 
Powell once described as “one of a 
handful of structures which are 
universal symbols of New York " 

Although the retail portion of 
the revitalized Grand Central 
alone will cost $78 million, the 
development team's overall revi¬ 
talization is intended to restore the 
terminal used by more than 
500,000 people a day to its stature 
of decades past. 

That a Baltimore company is 
being tapped to direct the rejuve¬ 
nation of a New York institution 
hasn't been lost on Ewing, and 
neither has Grand Central's impor¬ 
tance. 

"It’s a building everyone in New 
York takes ownership in. It's a 
jewel to the city, and we’re treat¬ 
ing it as such,” said Michael J. 
Ewing, a WJE partner. "This 
building is priceless. It's pan of 
our heritage - it tells us who we 
are.” 


Ewing acknowledges that it 
would have been easy to fill Grand 
Central's planned 15.000 square 
meters of retail space with the sort 
of merchants that have become 
ubiquitous in the nation's malls, 
such as The Gap and The Limited. 

Taking that avenue could have 
been immensely profitable, too, 
since big-name retailers typically 
pay more rent They also tend to 
self more goods, allowing land¬ 
lords in most cases to collect addi¬ 
tional rent based on the volume of 
their tenants' sales. 

But WJE and New York’s 
Metropolitan Transportation 
Authority, the station’s owner, 
knew that Big Apple commuters 
and tourists probably wouldn't go 
for a suburban mall concept 
jammed into a purely urban set¬ 
ting. So i nstead, the real estate 
brokerage firm has taken a decid¬ 
edly New York tack, booking 
trendy local restaurants and an 
eclectic mix of both national 
retailers and service-oriented busi¬ 
nesses. 

Exhibit G By October, when the 
1913 train station built by ship¬ 
ping magnate Cornelius 
Vanderbilt at 42nd Street and Park 
Avenue is “rededicated,** to use 


the MTA's terminology, it will 
house apparel stores with names 
like Addison on Madison, Banana 
Republic and Kenneth Cole, as 
well as eateries with names like 
Zocala, Dawat, Matthew Kenney 
and Cipriani’s. 

The payoff from renovating the 
six-level train terminal could be 
enormous. WJE expects Grand 
Central’s new merchants to gener¬ 
ate sales of $250 million a year, and 
pay roughly $25m. a year in rent 

WJE win earn a fee, with the 
potential of other incentive bonuses. 

By comparison, a suburban mall 
of the same size would have tenant 
sales of roughly $40m., and gener¬ 
ate about $6.5m. a year in rental 
income. 

“We're really quite pleased with 
the tenant lease-up we’ve had, and 
thus far we've exceeded our rev¬ 
enue projections," said Forrest 
Taylor, the New York MTA’s 
deputy executive director. 

The new Grand Central is slated 
to create as many as 4,000 perma¬ 
nent jobs and an annual economic 
impact of $395m. 

THAT WJE was tapped in April 
1995 to rejuvenate Grand Central 
- over bigger retail development 


names like the Rouse Co_, 
Taubman Co. Inc. and the Hahn 
Co. - shouldn't come as too much 
of a surprise, though. 

After all, WJE was largely 
responsible a decade ago for min¬ 
ing Washington. D.C.’s Union 
Station from a dark, moribund 
train shed into a landmark that 
today is part shopping mail, pan 
food mecca, part movie’‘‘tftfekter'' 
and part train stations >-•« 

Prior to WJE’s renovatipiF o^ 
Union Station, 6 million people a 
year traversed the capital's main 
train hub. Today, the project 
boasts 35 million visitors a year 
and retail and restaurant sales in 
excess of $I00m. People often go 
to Union Station for an evening, 
even if a train isn’t involved. 

But don’t look for Grand Central 
to be simply a duplicate of Union 
Station. 

“We’ve thrown away a iot of 
what we learned at Union Station 
in order to do Grand CentraL" said 
W. Lehr Jackson, another WJE 
partner. 

“No project we’ve ever done is a 
reproduction of rare we’ve done 
before,” be said. "Our formula is 
there is no formula.” 

At Grand Central, WJE’s plan 


centers around peeling, back die 
layers of time and restoring Grand 
Central to past prominence. 

. Grand Central Station’s four bal¬ 
conies, which, will be home to the 
station’s four new sit-down restau¬ 
rants, proved to be.a lucrative addi¬ 
tion. At 2J00 square meters, they 
added nearly 20 percent to the total 
amount of space available, and 
increased the project’s potential 
revenue by aMd£st-that smth:) 1 ■' 

"!We wanted to do a resbfi&anr 
that would compere'with die best 
sreakhouses in New York, and the 
MTA wanted-a world-class facili¬ 
ty, so it was a great match,” said 
Peter Glazier, who has teamed up 
with basketball great Michael 
Jordan for one of Grand Central’s 
pending restaurants. 

GRAND CENTRAL is significant 
for WJE not only for its size and 
scope, but because die company's 
involvement extends well beyond 
simply adding new places for peo¬ 
ple to demonstrate their consumer 
confidence. 

WJE is directing other dramatic 
changes within Grand Central, 
too. 

Perhaps most notably, the termi¬ 
nal’s ceiling - depicting a mural of 


constellations 38 meters above the 
station's, main concourse - has 
. been restored to its original promi¬ 
nence and green hue. Only a small 
square of the black soot that had 
collected from years of neglect 
remains. 

WJE and LaSalle also arc 
replacing a loading dock with a 
new entrance, and ramps [hat had 
been part jtfjtite terminal’s.origina! 
design are being constructed. The 
team is also installing new escala¬ 
tors and ripping out walls to give 
the station a less constricted feel. 

And Grand Central won’t be 
alone in its upgrades. Thanks to a 
partnership of businesses and the 
'city, a master plan to improve 
buildings in a 10-block radius of 
Grand Central is being designed 
and executed. 

But at least for now. Grand 
Central's rehab will stop at its 
doors, and a film of black soot and 
grit caked on the terminal’s con¬ 
crete walls from automobile 
exhaust fumes will remain, a testa¬ 
ment to its not so distant pasL 

“It’s just not in our budget,” said 
the MTA’s Taylor, of cleaning 
Grand Central's exterior. “But 
we’re hopeful that some patron 
will come along."

JAKARTA (Reuters) - Anti- 
government protests in Indonesia 
claimed their first student lives 
yesterday, with up to five people 
killed in violent clashes with secu¬ 
rity officials at a West Jakarta uni¬ 
versity, hospital officials and 
diplomats said. 

Political analysts said the deaths 
marked a sharp escalation in vio¬ 
lence after three months of student 
demonstrations across the country 
demanding an end to President 
Suharto's 32-year role. 

Dozens of weeping students 
gathered outside the morgue at 
Sumber Warn Hospital, where 


officials said four copses with 
gunshot wounds had been 
brought 

“They had been shot in the head 
and back and their bodies have 
been taken to the morgue,” said an 
official in the emergency room. 

A diplomat said a representative 
from a Western embassy had been 
told by doctors that five had died. 

At Jakarta's Trisakti University, 
a private Christian institution 
known for its upper-class student 
body, an official said two of the 
dead had been identified as stu¬ 
dents. The others had yet to be 
identified. 

Assistant rector for student 
affairs Koroang Suka'arsana said 


escalates; up to 5 students dead 


several students had been injured 
by gunshots and stones. 

“At die moment there are 12, but 
this could increase. We are still 
collecting the data. All of dram are 
university students. 13 from this 
campus and two from other cam¬ 
puses,’* he said. 

Student protests have already 
claimed two lives - a bystander 
who received a bead injury during 
clashes in Yogyakarta on Friday 
and a plainclothes intelligence 
officer in Bogor who police say 
died after being hit on the head tty 
a rock on Saturday.

Students then attacked police, 
who responded with tear gas. rub¬

Shell cases from 
automatic rifles lirtered the 
ground, although it was not clear 
if they were from live ammuni¬ 
tion. 

Around 5,000 students had earli¬ 
er staged a rally demanding politi¬ 
cal reform, some burning pictures 
of Suharto painted with a Hitler 
moustache. A group of 1.000 tried 
to march on parliament but were 
blocked by troops wirh armored 
cars. 

Witnesses said the clashes broke 
out as darkness fell, when many of 
the protesters had already dis¬ 
persed. 

Workers also took to the streets 
to demand political change, with 


members of an unofficial trade 
union marching on the 
International Monetary Fund’s 
offices, urging the organization to 
hold back a multi-billion-dollar 
bailout package for Indonesia’s 
crippled economy until the gov¬ 
ernment agrees to political reform. 

Nearly 100 workers, some wear¬ 
ing the uniform of city bus drivers, 
converged on the central bank 
building which houses the IMF’s 
local offices in Jakarta. Two repre¬ 
sentatives of the Indonesian Labor 
Welfare Union (BSD met senior 
IMF officials. 

Riot police were quickly on the 
scene, but the protesters dispersed 
peacefully after chanting slogans. 


Repons of kidnappings and tor¬ 
ture continued to surface, with a 
human rights activist who was 
kidnapped and then released after 
two months telling a Jakarta news 
conference he was tortured during 
his detention. 

Describing one ihree-hour tor¬ 
ture session. Desmond Mahesa 
said: "During that time. I was 
kicked and beaten on my head, 
back, hands, and leg. I was also 
subjected to electric shocks.” 

Some human rights activists 
have accused the army of being 
behind alleged “disappearances,” 
but the military has denied 
involvement and ordered investi¬ 
gations. 


Australia rejects Libyan 
plea for renewed ties

SYDNEY (Reuters) - Libya, an 
important market for Australian 
cattle, has failed in an attempt to 
use its burgeoning imports as a 
lever to restore diplomatic ties with 
Australia, officials said yesterday. 

Lybia, which last year , pur¬ 
chased A$5I million (US$32 mil¬ 
lion) worth of Australian cattle 
after switching imports from 
Ireland, had attempted to link new 
contracts with the resumption of 
diplomatic ties. 

But Australia’s Department of 
Foreign Affairs and Dade (DFAT) 
said it would not accede to a rep¬ 
resentation by the Cattle Council 
of Australia (CCA) that ties with 
Libya - severed in 1987 — be 
restored. 

“We’re not about to expand our 
diplomatic contacts with Libya,” a 
DFAT spokesman said. 

“It’s one of these instances 
where the interests of the interna¬ 
tional community and some 
means of punishing pariah states 
has to come before pure trade 


interests,” be said. 

CCA deputy director Peter 
Weeks said a high-level delega¬ 
tion from the Irish government 
was in Libya trying to convince 
Libya to switch purchases from 
Australian'to Iri s h 

Indirect threats of a Libyan 
switch re Irish purchases, in deci¬ 
sions to be made in the next couple 
of weeks, were being raised 
through the industry. Weeks said. 

Libya had not explicitly threat¬ 
ened to stop buying Australian 
cattle if diplomatic acceptance 
was not forthcoming- . . . 

“[But] they have indicated that 
that [die diplomatic question] is a 
consideration in the contracts 
. they’re about to sign,” Weeks said. 

Most cattle sales to Libya are 
through contracts with the govern¬ 
ment of Libyan leader Muammar 
Gaddafi. 

Libya stopped importing Irish cat¬ 
tle last year because of fte outbreak 
of bovine spongiform encephalopa¬ 
thy (BSE) or “mad cow disease,” 
and switched purchases to Australia. 

This pot a rocket under 


Australian live cattle sales to 
Libya, which rose to 97,525 head 
worth A$51m. in 1997 from just 
7.700 head in 1996. 

Sales have continued to surge and 
Weeks said Libya was expected to 
buy 200,000bead of Australian cat¬ 
tle in the next full 12 months. 

Weeks described Libya as a 
rapidly growing market and enor¬ 
mously valuable for the Australian 
industry after the collapse of the 
Indonesian market. 

Australia froze diplomatic and 
political ties with Libya in 1987 
on grounds that it was sponsoring 
terrorist activities. 

Trade restrictions were eased m 
1993, but Canberra refuses to 
restore diplomatic ties until Tripoli 
complies with UN Security 
Council resolutions demanding tire 
extradition of two agents suspect¬ 
ed of blowing up a Pan Am flight 
over Lockerbie, Scotland, in 1988, 
killin g 270 people.

MOSCOW (Reuters) ’ 
President Boris. Yeltsin yesterday 
praised bis diplomats' efforts, to 
assert Russian influence on the 
world stage and, in a clear jab at 
Washington, said no one power 
should dominate the- new post- 
Cold War order. 

In a rare speech to the Russian 
Foreign Ministry, Yeltsin said the 
country is becoming an integral 
pan of the world economy and an 
equal parmer of foe main Western 
countries. 

“It is time to recognize that in 
the contemporary world no single 
state can dictate its views, not 
even a very powerful state,” said 
Yeltsin, clearly referring to US 
economic and military pre-emi¬ 
nence since the fall of the Soviet 
Union. 

He reiterated Moscow’s belief in 
a “multi-polar” world in which' 
countries, individually or together, 
balance each other’s influence. 

Yeltsin said Foreign ‘ Minister 
Yevgeny Primakov’s active role in 
helping to broker a compromise 
between Iraq and die international 
community earlier this year was a 
good example of. this “multi-, 
polar” approach. 

Russia joined France and China 
in opposing US threats to conduct 
air strikes against Iraq. Moscow 
persuaded UN Secretary-General 
Kofi Annan to pay a last-minute 
visit to Baghdad that averted mili¬ 
tary action. 

Yeltsin also psaised the Foreign 
Ministry's success in helping to 
forge better ties with China, Japan, 


ancf India and in securing recogni¬ 
tion from the, European Union-that 
Riijgfefenow a market economy. 

lire 67-year-old pres i dent, who 
looked fit and spoke in a firm, 
clear voice, said relations with the 
US had passed beyond tiie “initial 
period of illusions and heightened 
expectations” and are now firmly 
based cm mutual respect. 

He was rejecting ^to tiie very warm 
ties forged with Washington imme¬ 
diately after the collapse of Soviet 
commnrasm in 1991, when tiie then- 
foreign minister Andrei Kozyrev 
steered a course seen by many con¬ 
servatives as too pro-TAfestem. 

Under Primakov, a former spy- 
master who replaced Kozyrev in 
early 1996, Russia has adopted a 
more nationalist foreign policy 
that has often set it apart from the 
West, notably in Iraq and the 
Balkans, where Moscow has his¬ 
torically good ties with Serbia. 

Yeltsin said he would speak by 
telephone with.US.President Bill 
Clinton yesterday ahead of their 
planned meeting in the English city 
of Birmingham later fois week dur¬ 
ing a summit of tiie Group of Eight 
(G-8) m ai n industrialized nations. 

In his speech, Yeltsin hailed 
Russia’sJiifl inclusion in tire G-8 - 
which also groups Japan, Britain, 
Germany, France, Italy, and 
Canada - as another victory for 
Russian diplomacy. 

But be urged diplomats to gjve 
greater priority to supporting 
Russian commercial interests 
abroad. “We shall enter tiie world 
economy not just as a land of rich 
natural resources but as an industri¬ 
ally developed nation, an equal and 


re$ppn$ibte.fnrtner,”^Yeltsin said. 

Yeltsin renewed his appeal to the 
Stated Duma, iRussia’s. low.ex house 
of parliament, to ratify the START- 
2 nuclear arms reduction treaty. 

Under the treaty, already ratified 
by the US Senate, Moscow and 
Washington would reduce their 
deployed nuclear warheads from 
6,000 each to no more than 3,500 
by tiie year 2007. 

The Duma, dominated by 
Yeltsin's communist foes, is wor¬ 
ried about the costs of destroying 
tiie weapons and about fears that 
tiie US is planning to break out of 
the 1972 Anti-Ballistic Missile 
(ABM) Treaty by building new 
missile defense systems. 
Washington denies this. 

Yeltsin said global disarmament 
remains one of die priorities of 
Russian foreign policy and be 
joined a chorus of international 
criticism over India’s decision on 
Monday to cany out three under¬ 
ground nuclear tests.

WASHINGTON (Reuters) - US 
Attorney-General Janet Reno said 
yesterday an independent counsel 
should investigate influence ped¬ 
dling and campaign fund-raising 
allegations against Labor 
Secretary Alexis Herman in anoth¬ 
er case tbat targets a top presiden¬ 
tial appointee. 

Reno said a special three-judge 
panel of the US Court of Appeals 
should name an outside counsel to 
investigate the alleged scheme to 
sell Herman’s influence when she 
was a White House aide during 
President Bill Clinton's first term. 

The other part of the investiga¬ 
tion should focus on whether 
Herman directed or solicited illegal 
campaign contributions from her 
close friend Vanessa Weaver, Reno 
said. 


Herman has denied the allega¬ 
tions. 

Reno followed the recommenda¬ 
tion of the Justice Department’s 
public integrity unit that an inde¬ 
pendent counsel was warranted 
under the law to conduct a full¬ 
blown criminal investigation. 

A Justice Department 
spokesman said the Herman case 
marked the seventh time that Reno 
has asked for an independent 
counsel to investigate alleged 
high-level wrongdoing since 
Clinton took office in 1993. 

The most prominent investigation 
has been conducted by independent 
counsel Kenneth Starr, who expand¬ 
ed his initial Whitewater probe to 
allegations that Clinton attempted to 
cover up a sexual relationship with 
former White House intern Monica 
Lewinsky. Clinton has denied the 
allegations. 


In an eight-page filing with the 
appeals court, Reno said foe inde¬ 
pendent counsel should investi¬ 
gate whether any violations of fed¬ 
eral criminal law have been com¬ 
mitted by Herman and whether 
prosecution was warranted. 

Clinton said he remained confi¬ 
dent that an independent counsel 
that will investigate Herman will 
find that she “did nothing wrong.” 
Since Dec. 10, the Justice 
Department has conducted a pre¬ 
liminary investigation mainly into 
whether Herman had a hidden 
financial interest in a business par¬ 
tially owned by her friend. Weaver. 

The purpose of foe preliminary 
probe was to determine whether 
an independent counsel should be 
named. 

An African businessman has 
claimed that he delivered an enve¬ 
lope containing cash to Herman's

home in the spring of 1996 when die 
was working as a White House aide. 

The Cameroon-born business¬ 
man, Laurent Yene, said the cash 
was a 10 percent cut of consulting 
fees given to him by a client seek¬ 
ing a federal license for a satellite- 
terephone system. 

Yene was a part-owner of a con¬ 
sulting business with Weaver, who 
bought the firm from Herman 
when she took foe job in 1993 as 
director of foe White House Office 
of Public Liaison. 

Reno said Yene also claimed 
that Herman directed Weaver to 
obtain campaign contributions to 
foe Democratic National 
Committee from the firm’s clients. 

While Reno said die cannot con¬ 
clusively determine that Yene’s 
allegations are credible, she said 
many of foe details of his story has 
been corroborated.

Russians flock to business

MOSCOW When Oleg 
Podobryansky was a teenager, 
his dream was to become a top 
Soviet scientist, doing research 
that would expand the frontiers 
of Soviet knowledge to 
undreamed of places. 

But Podobryansky graduated 
with a doctorate in biochemistry 
in 1991, the year his Soviet 
Union and its dreams fell apart 
The once-lofty state science 
institutes were too broke to hire 
him. 

So he left the world of science. 
To make enough money to sur¬ 
vive under capitalism, he started 
trading consumer goods. He set 
up a small firm. He married. He 
prospered. But he kept hankering 
for knowledge. 

Last year, at age 33, 
Podobryansky went back to 
school. This time around, he's 
chosen a major that fits his pre¬ 
sent way of life, as a well-off 
businessman and father living in 
a city whose brand of capitalism 
has become relatively stable. 
He's getting his master’s degree 
in economic theory. 

Podobryansky’s trajectory 


shows the changes that have 
taken place in higher education 
in Russia this decade as young 
people growing up with radically 
different lifestyles and expecta¬ 
tions from those of their parents 
- and of their own childhoods - 
train, or retrain, for the future. 

"There was a long phase where 
students dropped out of school 
altogether, and went off to trade 
on the street instead. But that's 
over now. Kids know they need 
to equip themselves properly for 
the job market these days. And 
they’re flocking back to educate 
themselves,’' said Alla Tilinina, 
deputy dean of the baccalaureate 
department of the Higher School 
of Economics, founded after the 
Soviet collapse. 

"It’s very useful," 
Podobryansky said of his new 
studies at the Higher School of 
Economics. "What I need now is 
some theory, as well as some new 
management techniques, to help 
me at work.” 

In earlier times, during the set¬ 
tled years of Soviet stagnation - 
as recently as 1980 - more than 
two-thirds of students in college 
were learning the rugged profes¬ 
sions that the Soviet system 


glamorized — engineering, medi¬ 
cine, agriculture and many 
branches of pure and applied sci¬ 
entific research for civilian or. 
more often, military purposes. 

The macho daydream of Soviet 
science students was to become a 
cosmonaut. More realistically, 
they could be confident that good 
exam results would land them 
prestigious, well-paid work in a 
huge state institution. In a nation 
whose self-image was of a giant, 
smoothly functioning machine, 
almost 50 percent of all college 
students were future engineers. 

Then came the first period of 
change. Polls from the despair¬ 
ing, uncertain perestroika years 
at the end of the 1980s were 
notorious for showing that 
schoolchildren thought their best 
employment hope for the future 
was a career as a butcher, taxi 
driver, street trader or hard-cur¬ 
rency prostitute. The number of 
students in higher education 
dropped sharply as thousands 
took the same route as Oleg 
Podobryansky. 

Parents wrong their hands in 
despair at the idea that education 
was going out of style. 

Now another change has come 


as the first generation of post- 
Soviet high school students fig¬ 
ures out the best way of getting 
ahead in the new world. These 
days, the magnetic pull of the 
giant machine has weakened, and 
the attractions of private entre¬ 
preneurship have grown stronger. 

"I’m not going to be an acade¬ 
mic: I want a career in the private 
sector later, in a company or a 
bank," said Katya Pkhaladze, 19, 
a cheerful economics student 
embarking on the grueling 44- 
hour-a-week undergraduate 
course at the Higher School of 
Economics. But she thought she 
might first complete not only her 
four-year undergraduate studies 
but go on to earn a two-year mas¬ 
ter's degree, and she had shopped 
carefully around the top insti¬ 
tutes for the best program before 
taking entrance exams to her 
scbool. 

Economics studies are. the 
biggest crowd-pullers. The high* 
profile Higher School of 
Economics and the New 
Economic School, both in 
Moscow, were 1 founded in the 
early 1990s as a way to spread 
Western-style economic thinking 
in the Russian academic commu¬ 


nity. The schools* founders warn¬ 
ed to train a new generation of 
economists to teach Western 
methods, and to provide a labor 
pool of trained experts for work 
in ministries and private firms. 

The Higher School of 
Economics offers degrees in eco¬ 
nomics, law. management, soci¬ 
ology and finance. It gets gov¬ 
ernment financing for the best 
200 of its approximately 400 stu¬ 
dents. Others pay fees of about 
SI00 a month. 

The total number of college 
students is rising again too, from 
583,000 in 1990 to 748,000 last 
year. But, in a country of 150 
million people, this is still a tiny 
minority — mostly the children of 
a city-bred elite. 

"We're trying to make our edu¬ 
cation more accessible to more 
people. 1 * said Yaroslav 
Ktzzicinov. chancellor of the 
Higher School of Economics. 
"But higher education is still 
very elitist. You tend to get the 
children of the powerful, not. the 
man an the street, coming in. I 
think that’s something that could 
cause problems in the future 
unless we change ft."

Festival, and budget cuts to vari¬ 
ous institutions, such as the 
Library Guidance Center. 

It appears that money, vested 
interests and what seems to be a 
long-established antipathy 
towards dialogue rather than 
confrontation, are the eye of this 
hurricane. 

Batsheva’s gaikes refer, of 
course; to the rejected compro¬ 
mise costumes for the Batsheva 
Dance Troupe to wear at the 
Jubilee Bells event, instead of 
what haredi objectors called 
“underwear." The country's cre¬ 
ative artists and representatives 
. of many of its cultural institu¬ 
tions contend that the ACA, and 
. therefore Yinon, are bent on the 
: destniction, or .at the very least, 
the diminution, of what is per¬ 
ceived as secular (and by infer- 

■ ence humanist) Israeli cultural 
« life. 

The banner carried at last 
1 week’s protest rally in Tel Aviv 
; read /‘Wfe protest the attack on 
creativity.” 

The Artists' major fear is of a 
Khomeini-type religious take- 

- oyer. At that same protest, play¬ 
wright Yehoshua Sobol called 
for a. war of words with “content 
as our ammunition to show the 
other side that our bags are full, 
hot empty.”

“lire government has no oblig¬ 
ation to phy a debt incurred by 
the • Association,” maintains 
Yinon:‘The Treasury has agreed 
to pay tie deficit, but if tie attor¬ 
ney general or the state auditor 


say no, then there won’t be a fes¬ 
tival this year. [ZOA House head 
and Festival general manager] 
Yoram Kleiner knows this, but 
preparations for the Festival 
have already started. We have 
authorized this year’s funding 
[of MIS 1.32 million] and have 
forwarded some NTS 200,000 as 
an advance." 

Kleiner says that he made it 
very dear to Yinon that the ZOA 
would back out of the deal 
unless all the debts were paid by 
the end of May, a deadline which 
Yinon says the ACA cannot 
meet 

For her part, former Culture 
Association head Galit BarsJci 
says that “we have already sent 
all the information several times 
over. Apparently they have no 
sense of urgency.” 

The bottom line of this is that 
many of the artists who partici¬ 
pated in tie 1997 Acre Festival 
have still not been paid, includ¬ 
ing first prize winners Gabi 
Eldor and IgaJ Ezrati who are 
still owed some NIS 34,000. 
These delays have made people 
leery of submitting ideas to the 
Festival and to this date, says 
Festival artistic director Roni 
Nrnio, only some 30 scripts have 
been submitted compared to 200 
in previous years. 

Asked whether he could use 
his authority to channel the 
money to the Acre Festival, 
Yinon says that “it is out of my 
hands. I have no authority actu¬ 
ally to disburse funds. All tie 
institutions will get their money 
eventually, including the 
libraries.” 

Authority vested in tie hands 
of ACA’s allocation committee is 
also behind the delays in tie 
transfer of tie NIS 14.1m. that 
Omanut La’aro gets for its activ¬ 
ities, Yinon insists, adding that 
he is not using the budget as a 
club to get what he wants from 
. OLA* On tie other hand “if I 
give this money to OLA, then I 
think they should be open to sug¬ 
gestions. 1 think they do wonder- 
nil work, but I think that after 25 
years we need to re-examine 
their criteria and methods.” 

At issue is Yinon "s demand 
that OLA change its strategies 
and target specific groups, rather , 
tSan braogpig its basket of all tie' _ 
actsJcLrgs. development towns'll’ 
and peripheral settlements. 
Instead, he wants Omanut 
La'am to start bringing audi¬ 
ences to cultural venues, espe¬ 
cially in tie Jerusalem area. 
Additionally Yinon has demand¬ 
ed that OLA provide NIS 
500,000 from its current budget 
toward the funding of an NIS 2 
m. film project designed to find 
future film makers among disad¬ 
vantaged, mostly Sephardi, 
populations. 

Far his part Kenan maintains 
that Ymon’s demands are noth¬ 
ing but a smoke screen behind 
which the Arts and Culture 
Administration will take over 
OLA and make it perform tie 
ACA's functions. 

“I told him that if I did as he 


asked ” says OLA head Kenan, 
“I couldn't subsidize activities in 
development and border towns. 
‘It's a free market and we're in 
tie era of privatization. Let them 
look after themselves he told me. 
We're a public body wbicb does 
not make choices as to the kind 
of public we serve. We don't 
want to be sectorialized.” 

Yinon s3ys that he does not 
understand how OLA received 
permission to operate as it does 
in that it set up criteria for gov¬ 
ernment fending which only it 
can meet. He intends to ask 
Education Minister Yitzhak Levi 
to set up a committee to examine 
the matter. 

But tie main thrust of Yinon's 
activities, he explains, is change, 
because Israeli society has 
changed. 

“If we recognize that we are a 
multicultural society in a democ¬ 
ratic Jewish state, there are prac¬ 
tical conclusions to be derived, 
[the] first of which is tie preser¬ 
vation of those successful insti¬ 
tutions that are central to our cul¬ 
tural life, such as tie opera, the 
IPO, tie repertory theaters, and 
especially dance, which has 
developed so in the last few 
years.” 

“But," continues Yinom. “not 
all sectors of Israeli society iden- 
tifywiti these cultural centers. 
ACA policy needs to encourage 
and nurture creative energies 
among communities that have 
been marginalized or were 
absent from the cultural land¬ 
scape." 

Among these he identifies 
Sephardi or Mediterranean cul¬ 
ture; the religious Zionist com¬ 
munity, which comfortably ' 
inhabits the cultural duality of 
religious and universal culture, 
as distinct from the haredi com¬ 
munity; Ethiopian and especially 
Russian immigrants, “who are 
building themselves a cultural 
world of their own and need to 
become part of general Israeli 
culture.” 

Future audiences “are my chief 
mission and it’s the 20 - 30 age 
group I’m targeting because they 
have no framework. I'm trying 
to create an environment in 
which these young people will 
go to a concert or a play as casu- 
Slyastie>'co,to tieraovies or 
ajwKcbowrt 

T’m working with bodies such 
as tire Absorption Ministry and 
the Foundation for Demobilized 
Soldiers to set up special sub¬ 
scription rates for cultural 
events. These are the kind of 
suggestions I brought to OLA. 
My aim is to open up tie whole 
of our culture to new audiences 
in a concerted public push. That 
is why the existing cultural hege¬ 
mony is in a panic." 

Yinon recognizes that with an 
annual budget of only NIS 370 
m. be can’t do much, which is 
why he will demand NIS 500 m. 
for 1999 “so we can begin to do 
instead of talk." 

Then he adds in English "that 
is the truth. The rest is just 
baloney."

US TV: Still black & white

A new study looks at US tele¬ 
vision through the eyes of 
children. The youngsters 
— especially blacks and Hispanics 
— aren’t always encouraged by 
what they see. 

American children perceive 
more negative depictions of 
African-Americans and Hispanics 
than of whites and Asians, 
researchers said. 

Asked how often they see peo¬ 
ple of their own color, 71 percent 
of white children surveyed felt it 
was vety often, compared with 
42% of African-Americans. 22% 


of Hispanics and just 16% of 
Asians. 

“People are inspired by what 
they see on television," one 
African-American child said. “If 
they do not see themselves on TV, 
they want to be someone else ” 

The report “A Different World: 
Children's Perceptions of Race and 
Class in tie Media,” was based on 
a survey of 1.200 children, aged 10 
to 17, and nine focus groups. 

Results were released last week 
at a conference sponsored by 
Children Now, a national chil¬ 
dren's advocacy organization 
based on Oakland, California. 

“The findings show that kids of 


all races are aware of media 
stereotypes starting at a young age 
and understand the power of tele¬ 
vision to shape opinions,” said 
Children Now president Lois 
Salisbury. 

Pollsters interviewed 300 chil¬ 
dren each from white, Hispanic, 
Asian and African-American 
backgrounds. 

Results for "all children" were 
weighted to reflect demographic 
representation in the population of 
children: 69% white, 14% African- 
American, 13% Hispanic. 3% 
Asian. 

The poll found that minority 
children primarily admire African-

H ow does one propose to 
play Bach in this day and 
age? In recent decades we 
got used to believing that the real 
way to play Bach is the authentic 
way - i.e., on the piano forte and 
viola de gamba, cn Baroque vio¬ 
lins and so on, and that the instru¬ 
ments of our time should not be 
used to play his music. 

But now, slowly and surely, we 
return io hearing Bach on the 
piano and on the cello. 

These new renditions do not 
come to replace the so-called 
“authentic" ones. They come to live 
side by side with them. 

TWo new recordings of such 
music do more than mere credit to 
Bach and present his composi¬ 
tions in a very contemporary way, 
which makes it much more 
authentic to the ear. 

Murray Perahia and Yo-Yo Ma 
are two of the greatest recording 
stars of our age, both under exclu¬ 
sive contract with Sony Records. 

Perahia plays Bach's first, third 
and sixth English Suites (Sony SK 
60276) on a new disc recorded 
less than a year ago in 
Switzerland. The recording is very 
engaging. It is vibrant and ener¬ 
getic from beginning to end. Each 


~of~tBe movements in. each of the 
■ suites has a life of its own, yet the 
suites work as a unified whole. 

We never miss the softer sound 
of the harpsichord here. Rather, it 
is tie fell blooming sound of the 
piano that does real justice to the 
music. 

Perahia is enthralling. He takes 
the listener on a powerful musical 
journey in which he emerges as 
one of today's leading musicians. 
And Bach is a composer whose 
mastery is timeless. 

Yo-Yo Ma’s new double album 
of the six cello suites (S2K 
63203), recorded in various 
locales around the world between 
1994-97, is.a thrilling musical 
interpretation that goes beyond 
mere playing. But first, the actual 
performance. 

This is a mature, penetrating, 
subtle rendition. Ma plays tie 
music as if he were a young naive 
boy discovering these great works 
of an for tie first time and is rev¬ 
etting in their joy. At the same 
time, it is a performance that only 
a mature musician who has played 
the music many times before 
* could render. 

When we listen to it, we are 
immediately drawn into Ma’s 
inner world and tie excitement of 
his somewhat naive, very alen and 
veiy tantalizing music making. 

There are many admirable 
recordings of these suites, but this 
one should rank at the top. But this 


recording was not done as a pure¬ 
ly musical effort. 

It is actually the music side of 
six short videos entitled Inspired 
by Bach in which six artists, such 
as choreographer Mark Morris and 
film director Atom Egoyan, 
explores one of the suites in a 
unique collaboration with Ma. 

All that remains is to watch the 
videos as well as look at tie few 
photos in tie booklet, as it appears 
that just listening to the music is 
only half tie picture. 

Ma writes in tie booklet that “We 
live in a time when a tremendous 
amount of information is available, 
and we have to reexamine con¬ 
stantly what is worth transmitting. I 
first recorded tie Suites twelve 
years ago. I treasure the opportuni¬ 
ty to re-record these pieces now 
and to offer new interpretations that 
reflect what I have learned in work¬ 
ing with artists from other disci¬ 
plines. It is my dearest hope that 
listeners will be inspired by Bach 
just as we have been." 

And if some think this is not an 
authentic approach, they are very 
wrong. This is Bach authentic for 
this day and age. There is no 
greater, more authentic rendition 
to be found anywhere. 


American figures such as Michael

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The real catastrophe 


A s the world takes note of Israel's 30th 
anniversary celebrations, the Palestinians 
feel compelled to organize their own 
counter-commemoration of what they call al- 
Nakba - the Catastrophe. The real catastrophe 
from a Palestinian perspective - if we may be so 
presumptuous - is the continuing definition of 
Palestinian identity in anti-Israel terms. 

For Israeli-.Arabs in particular, it would not be 
honest to regard the founding of Israel as a cata¬ 
strophe. Jewish immigration to Palestine in die 
pre-state era did not displace Arabs, but rather the 
opposite - the Jewish influx attracted a substan¬ 
tial and parallel Arab immigration. In 1937, the 
Peel Commission reported that the “shortfall of 
land is. we consider, due less to the amount of 
land acquired by the Jews than to the increase in 
the Arab population." This Arab growth indicates 
that the Jewish people's return to the country, if 
Arab leaders had continued to welcome it as they 
did initially, could have been entirely consistent 
with the rise of Arab nationalism in Palestine. 

In any case. Israeli Arabs are more prosper¬ 
ous, safer, and more free than they would have 
been if Israel had been wiped out at birth in the 
1948 war. The alternative to Israel in 1948 was 
not freedom, independence, or prosperity, but 
life under one or more of the states of the 
region, most likely Syria. Israel’s founding can 
honestly be considered a catastrophe only for 
Israel Arabs who regard nationalism to be the 
paramount value and who would prefer life 
under an Arab tyranny to being a minority in a 
democratic Jewish state. 

None of this means, of course, that Israeli 
Arabs should be expected to be delirious as 
Israel celebrates its jubilee. Israel has not yet 
risen to the challenge of being a Jewish slate 
that treats its Arab minority with full equality, 
not just under the law, but in society and within 
the budget. Israel has yet to find a way to com¬ 
bine the Jewishness of the state, its flag, its 
anthem, and its ethos with a full democratic and 
human commitment to its Arab citizens. 

On the Palestinian side, even if imitation is 
the sineerest form of flatteiy. it is hard to draw 
comfort from the events planned for tomorrow 
by the Palestinian Authority. At noon, 
Palestinians will be asked to stand for one 
minute of silence to commemorate al-Nakba. as 
Israelis stand on memorial days to remember 
the victims of the Holocaust and the fallen in 
Israel's wars. 

Palestinians certainly have a right to mourn 


their fallen and the suffering they have endured 
in their conflict against Israel. But the choice of 
Israel’s Independence Day transforms the event 
from a recognition of Palestinian sacrifice to a 
protest against Israel’s existence. As Prime 
Minister Binyamin Netanyahu put it, “The dis¬ 
aster that Arafat said happened 50 years ago, 
just happened to be the creation of Israel.” One 
PA official and march organizer described the 
theme of the day as “50 years of steadfastness 
and resistance.” But this means that tbe “resis¬ 
tance'’ is not just to Israel's post-1967 borders, 
but to Israel's existence from day one. 

Israel has a right to object to such rhetoric, 
which violates both the letter and the spirit of 
the Oslo process. Once again, it reflects the 
mind-set that has proved so destructive for the 
Arab world in general and the Palestinians in 
particular that of the zero-sum game. If Israel 
celebrates, we must mourn; if Israel gains, we 
lose - this way of thinking makes peace practi¬ 
cally impossible. 

The Palestinians want Israel and the world to 
believe that they have now subscribed to the 
“two stale solution” - Israel and a Palestinian 
state living side-by-side, in peace, in the narrow 
space between Jordan and the sea. They want us 
lo believe that the “strategy of stages," in which 
a Palestinian state is simply a way station to 
•liberating all of Palestine." has been aban¬ 
doned. And they want us to believe that the 
Palestinian National Covenant, dedicated to 
Israel's destruction, is a dead letter. Some argue 
that the Palestinians are merely venting steam, 
that such rhetoric is a function of frustration that 
will evaporate as the peace process moves for¬ 
ward. Yet it may be argued that the opposite is 
the case: now. with Israeli territorial conces¬ 
sions in the balance, is when the Palestinians 
have the strongest incentive to reassure Israelis 
that they have dropped the zero-sum game and 
accept Israel. If they cannot bring themselves to 
abide by their own commitments to accept 
Israel now. why would they do so with less 
incentive in the future? '■ 

The Palestinians seem to have a knack’for 
choosing old hatreds over self-interest, much 
like the fable of the scorpion and the frog, in 
which the scorpion stings the frog carrying him 
across the river, even though both will drown. 
That was the true catastrophe of 1948, when the 
Arab world chose to try to destroy Israel rather 
than accept partition. Fifty years later, the 
Palestinians seem to have learned little.

Tamir. the Chairman of the 
Knesset's Ecology Committee, 
the rehabilitation of Israel's 
beaches would cost IL 750 mil¬ 
lion, and that even with the aid of 
such financial resources, it would 
take a long time to repair the cur¬ 
rent damage.

Unhelpful plans 


O n March 13. 1969, then- 
ambassador Yitzhak Rabin 
was called in to meet foen- 
US secretary of state William 
Rogers and his assistants. The 
meeting between Rogers and 
Rabin turned out to be an important 
milestone in US-Israel relations. 

For the first-lime since the Six 
Day War, the American administra¬ 
tion decided to draft a blueprint for 
an Arab-Israel settlement and to 
adopt it as a basis for discussions 
with the Soviet Union, in (he con¬ 
text of the policy of superpower 
detente which the Nixon-Kissinger 
administration was advancing. 

When we read the top secret 
“Oral Statement." we could barely 
contain our rage. The authors of 
the “statement" maintained that 
“the type of relations existing 
between neighboring states that 
have long lived in peace is unat¬ 
tainable at this stage in history." 

They then went on to say that 
“the US believes the... boundaries 
with the UAR (Egypt) should be 
the former international boundary 
and with Jordan should closely 
resemble the lines existing before 
the June 1967 war." 

That event triggered a head-on 
confrontation between the Israel 
embassy and the administration. 
..Bqfc the US government was not 
deterred- It went on and conveyed 
Reposition to the Soviets and to 
Egypt's president Nasser. 

The Arab and Soviet govern¬ 
ments turned it down. They refused 
to countenance any bilateral agree¬ 
ment with Israel and insisted on a 
UN-imposed withdrawal to the 
pre-June 1967 lines, to be guaran¬ 
teed by the UN and buttressed by 
security arrangements. 

Facing an all-around rejection of 
its proposal, the US administra¬ 
tion gave up iLs attempt. 

But Washington could not leave 
matters as they were. It had to 
maintain its hold on develop-

meats. It bad to demonstrate the 
extent to which it was trying to 
satisfy Arab demands and reach 
an agreement with the Soviets on 
regional stability. 

In December 1969, Rogers 
gave a speech in which he dis¬ 
closed the essence of the “Oral 
Statement.” That speech became 
known as the “Rogers Plan." A 
decade passed and the Rogers

Plan gathered dust on State 
Department shelves. Only, after 
Sadat and Begin decided to deal 
directly with each otHer; ’jjeace 
was finally' concluded. President 
Carter provided hospitality and 
bridging proposals. 

However, successive American 
administrations continued to 
author and publish their own 
detailed plans, in spite of consis¬ 
tent rejections by the Arabs and 
strong protests from Israel 
Israelis argued that in order for 
peace to be reciprocal balanced and 
of a lasting nature, it must evolve 
through a true process of mutual 
give and take. The Americans 
seemed to agree - and then went 


ahead and published another plan, 
or initiative, orproposaL 

WE are now lacing another cycle of 
developments reminiscent of 1969. 
The Arab side has sensed that the 
US government is still beholden to 
the superficial equation of territory 
for peace, in spite of negative expe¬ 
rience accumulated over the years. 
They haw tried again - and suc¬ 
ceeded for the nth time - to enlist 
American pressure on Israel to 
relinquish land in return for papers 
and empty promises. 

In the Sixties and Seventies. 
State Department officials used to 
explain that the “even-handed" pol¬ 
icy was necessary because of com¬ 
petition with the Soviets in the Cold 
War era and growing American 
dependence on Persian Gulf oil 

Both reasons are no longer 
applicable. If American interests 
require stability and the prevention 
of tension in this region - and I am 
sure they do - that the Clinton 
adminis tration is pursuing this goal 
m the wrong way. Even the appear¬ 
ance of a split between the US and 
Israel mil precipitate further Arab 
demands, as was the case in 1969 
and a few times since. An impres¬ 
sion of a weakening Israel will 
invite an escalation, if not war. 

American policy-makens^refuse 
to understand drat , real progress 
can be achieved only by crea$ft$ a 
solid US-Israel front Such a front 
should require tbe Palestinian 
Authority and its supporters to 
cany out their obligations under 
existing agreements to the letter. 

Only after all undertakings are 
carried out and tested on the 
ground can die issue of further 
withdrawals from territory be 
broached. Israelis are sick and 
tired of making territorial conces¬ 
sions that beget only further 
demands, coupled with more ter¬ 
ror and violence, while peace 
keeps fading beyond the horizon. 


dispersion and persecution...” 

But four paragraphs later he con¬ 
demns the rabbinical establishment 
for preventing the integration of 
tens of thousands of Russians into 
Israeli society - just because they 
are from mixed marriages! If he had 
his way. he would destroy that very 
thing which has. by his own admis¬ 
sion, kept the Jewish people alive.

A Negev Party? 


T he Negev is feeling pretty 
down this week. Its only 
major soccer club, Hapoel 
Beersheba, was relegated from the 
top league, leaving no representa¬ 
tion in the top flight anywhere 
south of Kastina. When the same 
club won the State Cup just one 
year ago, it brought much joy to 
the streets of Beersheba; the for¬ 
gotten periphery was, for a short 
time, in the iimelighL 
Perhaps it wouldn't be so bad if 
the only problem the Negev suf¬ 
fered from was the state of its soc¬ 
cer clubs. Bui the sad truth is that 
this region, encompassing some 
60 percent of the country’s land 
surface, remains unrepresented in 
much more important spheres of 
daily iife. 

Unemployment rates are higher 
than anywhere else, government 
resources are not channeled to the 
region and much of the population 
continues to seek greener pastures 
in the center of the country. 

During the past week, there has 
been much talk here of plans to set 
up a Negev Party to contest the next 
elections. The Negev Party propo¬ 
nents argue that this is the only way 
by which an equitable allocation of 
national resources to this region can 
be ensured, bringing about the type 
of development which has been 
talked about so often but which has 
never been realized. 

The absence of constituencies or 
electoral districts in Israel means 
that the peripheral regions of the 
country continue to be underrep¬ 
resented in the Knesset 
Even those members of the 
Knesset who do reside in these 
regions are not directly account¬ 
able to the regions’ population and 
do not, therefore, feel any direct 
responsibility for promoting the 
interests of the Negev or Galilee. 

There have even been cases 
where charismatic local politi¬ 
cians have left the region when 
they attain positions of national 
prominence - former Arad mayor 
Avraham Shohal being the most 
recent example of a politician who 
could have done much for the 
region which pushed him into 
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national prominence, but which 
he left after being appointed to the 
Finance Ministry in the previous 
Labor a dminis tration. 

The new electoral system, in 
which people vote separately for the 
prime minister and the party of their 
choice, favors die establishment of 
political parties focusing on issues

other than security and peace. 

Defining narrow, sectoral, inter¬ 
ests contributed to tbe success of 
medium-sized parties, such as the 
NRP, Shas, Meretz and Yisrael 
Ba’aliya in tbe last elections. Each 
focused on their own educational 
cultural and/or economic mes¬ 
sages, leaving the security issues 
to be fought out by Shimon Peres 
and Binyamin Netanyahu. 

Using the same logic, the Negev 
Party’s proponents believe they will 
be able to convince voters to focus 
on issues relating to the region's 
development They will teO their 
prospective voters to vote for 
whichever prime ministerial candi¬ 
date they prefer, but to use their sec¬ 
ond ballot for the Negev Party as a 
means of sending representatives to 
the Knesset wbo will feel a direct 
responsibility for the region. 

BUT, unfortunately, the Negev 
Party, if it ever gets off the 
ground, is unlikely to achieve 
much success at the polls. Four of 
the five names mentioned as 
potential leaders of this party are 
middle-class Ashkenazi personali¬ 
ties who, while having done a 


great deal for the Negev in recent 
years, have no real electoral 
power base where it really counts, 
namely in the development towns 
such as Yemham, Dimona, 
Ofakim and NetivoL 

The residents of these towns 
will continue to cast their votes 
for Shas, Gesher and/or the Likud. 
The messages sent out by these 
parties, focusing on social depri¬ 
vation or adopting a hard line in 
the Israel-Palestine negotiations, 
are closer to the hearts of the 
potential voters than an artificially 
constructed regional awareness. 

It takes more than an election 
g immi ck to change the prioritiza¬ 
tion of one region over another in 
the national share-out of scarce 
resources. What is required is a 
complete change in the way bud¬ 
get priorities are decided and a 
conscious decision to promote the 
interests of the disadvantaged 
Negev and Galilee over the inter¬ 
ests of the economic elites in Tel 
Aviv on the one hand, and tile 
powerful political lobby of the 
West Bank settlers on the other. 

In the long-tern, it would be bet¬ 
ter to introduce a constituency- 
based electoral system which would 
ensure an ongoing representation 
for the Negev (and Galilee) rather 
than a flash-in-the-pan one-time 
party, which may never even make 
it to the Knesset in foe first place. 

But the chances of this happen¬ 
ing in the immediate future are 
slim, not least because there are 
members of foe Knesset who argue 
that Israel is such a s mall country, 
in which “everybody knows every¬ 
body." that foe introduction of 
electoral districts is unnecessary. 

This, in reality, is just another 
way of saying that foe Knesset 
lawmakers will not introduce an 
electoral system which will put 
their own places in dangw when 
foe time comes for selecting can¬ 
didates prior to the next elections. 

There is however one promise 
that a Negev Party could make 
which just may get the people to 
vote for them. If they could ensure- 
the return of Hapoel Beersheba to 
the top soccer league....

Can teenagers be nostalgic 
about their past? Well, my two 
older children (aged 14 arid 12) 
who watched reruns of old Israeli 
children’s TV shows when they 
were pre-kindergarteners could 
barely remember the names of 
tbe shows. But when I clicked the 
mouse and played out tunes from 
Kishkashta (a primitive sabra- 
shaped puppet), Dodli, 
Neighbors, Shehuruu Haim and 
Here We Are, they smiled and 
then remembered enough of the 
words to sing along. 

It isn’t clear whether this disk - 
produced by the IBA to commem¬ 
orate 30 years of Israel TV - want¬ 
ed to emote nostalgia among 
today’s kids. Perhaps their real 
target was their parents - who 
were children when Israelis had 
only black-and-white sets, 
Educational TV was . called 
Instructional TV, and cable TV 
and Second Channel commercials 
were only a dream (or a night¬ 
mare?). 

The program works only with 
Windows 95, not an earlier 
Windows operating system.

U ntil a spring day in her 
sophomore year of high 
school, Tristan Lemons 
thought her father and stepmother 
were antiques dealers. 

But that morning in 1983, she 
was awakened at 4 a.m. by a 
phone call from authorities in 
London. Through static, she heard 
the news: Her parents had been 
arrested for smuggling $1.7 mil¬ 
lion worth of cocaine. ~ 

First, the A-student learned to lie 
to her friends about why her par¬ 
ents hadn't returned from their lat¬ 
est trip abroad. “Lies are way bet¬ 
ter - you have more control over 
lying than the truth,” said Lemons, 
now 31. a Portland, Oregon, 
health worker. Then, after" the 
local paper printed the story, she 
became (he object of questions 
and judgments. 

**I felt that people were thinking 
I was bad or disgusting,” Lemons 
said. It only made her more loyal 
to the father she loved, and she 
defended him, telling others they 
just didn't understand. But by fall 
she had become a nervous wreck. 

While her parents were enmeshed 
in their trials in London, the 16- 
year-old was trying to run a house¬ 
hold for herself and her brother, go 
to school and apply to colleges. Her 
stepmother was acquitted and came 
home, but her father served four 
years in prison. 

It took many years before 
Lemons finally realized, “You 
don’t have kids and smuggle.” and 
many more years before she for¬ 
gave her parents. 

“When your parents fundamen¬ 
tally let you down,” she said, “you 
live with that every day of your 
life.” When the full glare of scan¬ 
dal shines mercilessly on parents, 
sometimes the ones hurt the most 
are those in the shadows - their 
children. 

Recently the public has noticed 
a few famous American offspring 
trying to cope with scandalous, 
sometimes lurid, publicity sur- 
rbunding their parents: Chelsea 
Clinton, said to be “holding her 
head high” as her father continues 
to deal with embarrassing ques¬ 
tions about his sexual liaisons and 
his honesty, the children of 
Michael Kennedy, coping first 
with allegations that he had a rela¬ 
tionship with their babysitter, then 
with his sudden death in a skiing 
accident; and Sydney and Justin 
Simpson, whose mother’s life and 
titiath were graphically displayed 
ffl'^kiiffenqakket tabloidS as their 
Mfier stood trial fbr'her murder. 


When children wake up one morning to realize 
that the parents they have idolized are criminals, 
scoundrels, cheats or frauds the shame and 
loss of trust can cripple the rest of their lives,

There are countless more chil¬ 
dren behind smaller headlines 
who wake up one day. look at the 
parents they have idolized, and 
have to consider that they might 
also be criminals, scoundrels, 
cheats or frauds. 

Even if news of the adultery or 
crime remains private, therapists 
say many of their clients who have 
been through this feel as if their 
whole world has crumbled. If it 
appears the rest of the universe is 
watching them as well, the humil¬ 
iation is compounded - particular¬ 
ly for self-conscious adolescents. 

CHILDREN are devastated by a 
parent's fall from grace because 
they need to idolize them, accord¬ 
ing to Michael Nichols, a professor 
of psychology at Virginia’s William 
and Mary College and author of Ho 
Place to Hide (Prometheus, 1995). 


Young children require sirong 
adults to be larger-than-life sup¬ 
ports to help (hem grow and con¬ 
nect to (he world. 

Ordinarily, children gradually lei 
go of the illusion that their parents 
are virtuous kings and queens. 
Nichols said. “It's (he sudden reve¬ 
lation that's more likely to be dam¬ 
aging. The impulse is to hide, first 
from oneself, then from others." 

In February, or the day the gov¬ 
ernor of Arizona was sentenced 
for falsifying records, attempted 
extortion and perjury, his youngest 
son came to watch. 

The 15-year-old listened to pros¬ 
ecutors describe his father. Fife 
Symington, as a con artist who 
swindled lenders to shore up a 
frail real estate empire. He saw his 
father - a rich and powerful man 
who had introduced him to life in 
the best box seats at the most 
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important football games - choke 
back tears and beg a judge to be 
lenienL He heard the judge sen¬ 
tence his father, who claimed his 
w-orst mistakes were innocent 
bookkeeping errors, to two years 
in a federal work camp and five 
years’ probation. 

Afterwards, while the governor 
was telling reporters that it 
“could’ve been worse.” the boy 
stood off to the side, hugging his 
sister, sobbing. 

Some adults involved in public 
troubles have tried to protect or 
prepare very young children for 
the bad news. In addition to 
unplugging the TV, grandmother 
Juditha Brown, who cared for OJ. 
Simpson’s children during the 
trial, used to call stores an hour 
before she took the children shop¬ 
ping so the manager would remove 
tabloids with Nicole Brown 


Simpson's pictures on them. 

Bill and Hillary Clinton have said 
their strategy was to inoculate (heir 
daughter at’a young age, role-play¬ 
ing nasty political accusations and 
warning her that people would say 
untrue things about her father. 

Older children usually have to 
take the hits broadside. In some 
cases, they are urged to participate 
in a united front for the sake of 
appearances, posing for photogra¬ 
phers or appearing in court regard¬ 
less of their feelings. 

“It can be a very lonely place,” 
said Santa Monica. Calif., psy¬ 
chologist Paul Tobias. Those who 
can't hide at home or in boarding 
school retreat into denial, a “res¬ 
cue mode” - or sometimes a sim¬ 
mering rage. 

As reported in the A'tnr Yorker , 
Linda Tripp reportedly never for¬ 
gave her father, a high school 
teacher, for his infidelities, which 
she endured during her high school 
years. Tripp was known ro have 
leaked rumors of several acquain¬ 
tances’ marital infidelities before 
this year's revelations about 
Monica Lewinsky's private conver¬ 
sations triggered the public explo¬ 
ration of the president’s sex life. 

Other children, such as Richard 
Nixon’s daughter Julie, insist their 
parents are the victims - of a polit¬ 
ical vendetta, a lying accuser or 
misguided journalists. Some adult 
children of Watergate figures are 
still said to call whistle-blower 
John Dean a liar. 

For those who are not able to 
resolve the shame and loss of 
trust, the fallout can cripple their 
adult relationships. 

Some feel unworthy of a com¬ 
mitted relationship, some feel des¬ 
tined - or even expected - to 
repeal the same mistakes. Some 
become self-defeating personali¬ 
ties, the sort who always “snatch 
defeat from the jaws of victory,” 
psychologist Tobias said. 

“We're talking about people 
whose self-esteem is chronically 
impacted by their parents' behav¬ 
ior. It takes a pretty mature adult 
to say. ’That’s my mom, not me.' ” 
It took Tristan Lemons 15 years 
of intermittent therapy and a period 
of estrangement from her father, but 
she said she eventually forgave him 
and her stepmother. Even so, she 
said, “I will hold them accountable 
for the rest of my life. 

"They made choices that affect¬ 
ed me in a profoundly negative 
;Way..-r.and I hadjp^ifi'ap.HR that 
messifor myself.” ...

T ami D., a mother of three, 
keeps a secret weapon on 
hand for when times get 
rough: a plastic Groucbo Marx- 
type mask complete with huge 
nose, mustache and black eyeglass 
frames.-Put that on and you can’t 
take any situation too seriously. ■ 
Hum got the mask after hearing a 
lecture by Loretta Laroche, a stress 
consultant who gives workshops in 
corporations throughout the US. Her 
primary antidote to stress? Laughter. 

Laroche has come out with a pro¬ 
gram called Parenting with Humor. 
So here, for those of us who need a 
little comic relief from the stress of 
child-rearing, are some excerpts. 
Mixed in with the humor is more 


than a little wisdom. 

“There are ways to change 
things without resorting to conflict 
and anger. There really are. How 
many of you don’t know how to 
deal with two tittle kids who are 
going at it with one another? 

“Don’t try to make them stop 
with your nagging techniques. Go 
right over to them while they’re at 
h. put on the Groucbo Marx mask, 
and say: “Run for your life!” 

“Body language is another way 
to have fiin. Kids do it all the time, 
Stan doing some of the things 
they’re doing. I’m certain that if 
adults did some of these childlike 
things, they'd have less stress. 

“Now, when something's going 
on in your house and no one’s pay¬ 
ing attention, instead of nagging, 
say ‘What's bothering you?' and 
add a little twirl, or a tap dance. 
Maybe go around the house: ‘Is 
anybody gonna have dinner?’ 
(twirl) ‘I hope you're gonna clean 
your room’ (tap). You know kids get 
tired of hearing the same thing over 
and over again. Well, if it's done 
with a twist, they may pay attention. 

“How many of you have a little 
boy who forgets to put the seat up? 
Or who likes to water the tiles? 
Maybe you'd like to put up a little 


sign : ’Look before you leak!’ 

“Keep a joy journal. Very impor¬ 
tant It takes away from the con¬ 
cept that you're always waiting to 
be happy; [it instills the idea] that 
you could possibly be happy right 
now. Because that’s all there "is. 
This is not a dress rehearsal. So 
many of us are planning our life 
while life ebbs away. 

“Also, look in the mirror. Get 
your kids to look in the mirror with 
you, and say something positive 
like ‘Whoa! This is just incredible! 
And parts of me are excellent’ 
Then give yourself a big.’TaDAH!’ 
Just like your kids do. 

“Another thing you can do is get 
some validation. Parerus are always 
feeling bad that they don't get the 
attention they need. And you do 
need attention, don’t you? So many 
times IVe heard, ‘Ohl I do so much 
for my family. I'm always helping 
my family. I work hard for my fam¬ 
ily. I give them everything. When 
am I going to get my dim? r 

“Now we don't say it in so many 
words. We do funny things to get 
attention, tike whining and mar¬ 
tyrdom and that kind of stuff. 
Much better to ask for a standing 
ovation. Thai’s not dysfunctional. 

"Whenever you're in a place 


where you’re feeling like you 
need some validation, just ’say. 
’Look, I’ve had it. 1 need a stand¬ 
ing ovation.’ Do it with your fam¬ 
ily. Do it for each other. 

“When you come home tonight 
and walk in the door. say. Tm 
back. And I want a standing ova¬ 
tion. I could have gone some place 
else. But J came here instead.’ 

"And let your children do things 
for you periodically. Don't always 
go running around being the good 
soul [saying.] ’Oh. I’ll fix it. I’ll 
do it.’ 

"Some time when you come 
home from work, walk in the 
house and if the family says 
'What’s for dinner?' say. *1 don't 
know... I've already eaten. Fix 
yourself a little snack and bring 
me something.’ 

“I don’t think that's a lot to ask. 
The more you let go and allow 
children to do things and become 
autonomous, the better off they 
are. And that’s really the goal of 
parenting, you know. It’s to get 
them to leave. 

"Now the lust thing I would 
encourage you to do is: Create 
some things in your home that can 
bring about a lot of joy and laugh¬ 
ter. You don’t have to wait for 


quality time. Spontaneity is better. 
Have a joy committee. Take turns 
being a ’jonyologist.' The family 
that plays together stays together. 

“Have dinner in costume. Have 
a humor night. Go rent some 
funny movies and watch them and 
guffaw together. You know when 
you laugh for 10 minutes straight, 
you release endorphins which are 
chemical cousins to opiates — 
heroin and morphine. 

"By the time you go to bed. 
you'll all be on a natural high. It’s 
actually almost a work-ouL It 
increases the volume of the blood, 
it lets the pulse go up, blood pres¬ 
sure goes up - and then it goes back 
down lower than before the laugh. 

"You could actually lie on the 
sofa and get in shape watching 
Bill Cosby or Billy Crystal."

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Tomatoes 


so rewarding

T omatoes are so widely grown and 
enjoyed in Israel that it's easy to 
forget that they are not native 
plants. The tomato is the basic ingredi¬ 
ent in hundreds of Italian dishes, so 
beloved the world o'er. In fact, it is 
safe to say that the ripe, red tomato has 
virtually revolutionized eating habits 
throughout the world. 

The tomato (Aztec. tomati) is a New 
World plant originating in South 
America. It came to Europe from 
Mexico only 400 years aeo in the first 
half of the 16th centuiy. For many 
years after its introduction it was 
grown purely as an ornamental plant 
with its European names like the 
Italian pomi d'oro ("‘apple of gold”) 
and French pomme d'amour (“apple of 
love The Hebrew name agvania 
from the root agav, meaning “love," 
follows the French idea. 

The botanical name Lycopersicon 
esculentum from the Greek, strangely 
translates as wolf ( lykas) and peach 
( persikon ). probably suggesting it was 
a wild, inferior fruit 
Botanical!'*, the tomato is really a 
fruit, although we eat it as a vegetable. 
Our tomator originally a ground trail¬ 
ing plant from Peru and Ecuador, is a 
member of the economically valuable 
Solanaccae. 

This family not only provides us with 
those delicious tomatoes, but also egg¬ 
plants. potatoes, peppers and tobacco" 
However, eveiy good family has its 
black sheep. In fact, this family has a 
whole flock of black sheep, including 
henbane, jimsonweed and mandrake - 
all of which are poisonous. The black¬ 
est of these blackguards is the deadly 
nightshade or belladonna, which is so 
poisonous that merely touching it can 
cause paralysis of the hands. 
Nevertheless, one of its compounds, 
atropine, is a relaxant which forms the 
basis of many beneficial medicines. In 
World War n, atropine was discovered 
to be the only antidote against a deadly 
nerve gas developed by the Germans, a 
weapon which remains a very real 
threat to this day. 

Since the tomato plant is a member 
of the nightshade family (Solanaceae) 
and partly resembles the belladonna 
plant, for a long time Europeans were 
afraid to eat the fruit, and so, as we 
J'mertttetaed. jkew them only; as orna- 
-•wpntal.iplants 'for many yews. The 
• resistance to eating tomatoes'continued 
right up to the nun of die century. 

The problem with the contemporary 
demand for the large, fruited, frost-sen¬ 
sitive tomato, as we now know it. is its 
need for the strong light conditions and 
warmth of its native habitat. Thus, in 
northern Europe most crops have io be 
grown under glass with heating and 
added lighting during the winter 
months. Over the last twenty years 
many horticultural methods for toma¬ 
to-growing have been developed, 
mainlyto avoid soil sickness and per¬ 
sistent diseases, such as virus infec¬ 
tions to which tomatoes are highly sus¬ 
ceptible. 

Another relatively recent develop¬ 
ment is the breeding of numerous 
dwarf varieties from the wild tomato. 


to grow your own 



The fruits come in a variety of smaller 
sizes and shapes like plum, pear and 
even grape. The most popular one for 
home growing is the cherry tomato. It 
is true that tomatoes are cheap in the 
market in the summer months, so most 
people say it hardly pays, price-wise, 
to grow your own. Yet no garden is too 
small. Even if you have a terrace with 
space for only one or two buckets, it's 
thrilling to see long ropes of little cher- 
ty tomatoes hanging from the vine. 
And the homegrown taste is indescrib¬ 
able. 

Tomato-growing is more of an 
applied art than flower-growing 
because the grower is constantly test¬ 
ing his or her skills in the most straight¬ 
forward and sensible of ways - by eat¬ 
ing the produce. Also, it can be a beau¬ 
tiful experience for your children or 
grandchildren to see and team how 
plants grow (especially food crops), 
and for you to watch die expression on 
their faces when they pick their first 
fruits. 

Tomatoes are one of the easiest of the 
fruiting vegetables to grow outdoors in 
the summer months, whether in the 
garden or in pots on the terrace. 

There is an open choice between 
buying plants at a garden center or rais¬ 
ing them from seed. By buying plants 
the choice can sometimes be limited. 
By growing plants from seed the selec¬ 
tion is much wider, and you can raise 
several varieties at the same time. 

If you decide to grow cherry toma¬ 
toes, remember that there are two kinds 
of plants - the tall and upright kind 
which need careful staking or the 


bushy sort that usually does not need 
staking. 

Sowing. 

Each gram of seeds is equivalent to 
around 150 plants or seeds. The opti¬ 
mum temperature for sowing seeds is 
30 degrees C. but any temperature 
between 10-35 degrees C. will do. Sow 
two seeds in one pot (the size of cot¬ 
tage cheese containers). If both take, 
discard the one at planting time. Plant 
the whole content of the pot in the 
ground, and there will be no setbacks 
for these fast-growing plants. The min¬ 
imum temperature for germination 
should be 16 degrees C. The optimum 
temperature for growing is between 
21-27 degrees C. Temperatures above 
38 C. will destroy the pollen, and no 
fruit will.be dbtained. You can sow 
anytime after March. 

Position and light. 

Keep young plants in a light, warm 
place. When the evenings warm up, it 
is safe to transplant them outside in the 
garden or on the balcony in a position 
of full sun. 

Planting out 

First prepare the ground by digging it 
over and putting in plenty of organic 
matter (compost). Tomatoes are 
“heavy" feeders and quickly exhaust 
the soil of nutrients. When the 
evenings have warmed up, plant out 


your well prepared patch in the garden. 
Plant the seedlings about 40 cm. apart 
If you are putting your plants into large 
pots or buckets on the balcony. It is 
advisable to use, if possible, a clean 
potting mixture which you can buy in 
garden centers. Add a good sprinkling 
of slow release fertilizer on the surface 
of either pots or ground. Water the 
plants well, then leave them for a few 
days without water. This will encour¬ 
age the roots to start searching and to 
build up a strong root system. 

Watering. 

When the weather starts to get hot, 
the plants will need regular watering. 
Wafer pots every day. Once the little 
green fruit starts to show, do not let 
your plants go short of water. 

Humidity. 

Spraying the plants with water 
increases humidity and lessens the 
risks of pests. 

Feeding. 

After the first tomatoes have formed, 
it is time to start feeding. Liquid sea¬ 
weed, special tomato feed or any all¬ 
purpose fertilizer is fine. Feed once a 
week. If you want a bountiful crop, you 
must feed the plant well. 

Special treatment. 

If you are growing the taller varieties 
it wilt be necessary to tie tbe plants to a 
stake as they grow. First lightly tie 
string or raffia around the stem, twist¬ 
ing it into a figure eight, and then tie it 
around (he stake loosely. This way, as 
the stem thickens, the tie will not act as 
a tourniquet If you notice small shoots 
growing out of the axis of the stems 
and leaves, these will have to be 
removed. This way all the energy can 
go into the developing fruit clusters 
that are forming along the stem. 

Pests and diseases. 

Tomatoes are likely to be affected by 
many problems. One of tbe most com¬ 
mon is aphids which are very small 
insects that attack die leaves. The'red 
spider mice may prove a pest, especial¬ 
ly in very dry areas. A regular spraying 
with waiter will help discourage these 
insects. If you have a very serious 
insea attack, you will have to use an 
insecticide. 

Viral diseases are very difficult to 
combat Usually, the pests spread die 
diseases. Examine your plants on a reg¬ 
ular basis.. Viruses shows up in the 
from of mottled leaves that start to Took 
a little fem-like with lighter markings 
and stunted growth. 

As soon as the fruits start to go red it 
is time to pick them. Pick them on a 
regular basis. If they become over ripe 
they will split and attract insects and 
birds.

Never, ever tug a 
rabbit by the ears

I t isn't unusual for those trying 
to raise pet mice, rats or ham¬ 
sters for the first time to find 
that, all too often, these rodents 
quite literally bite the hand that 
feeds them. 

Many tales are told of nipped 
fingers, scratches and painful bites. 

However, this problem is quite 
easily avoided because, when han¬ 
dled properly, small rodents can 
become very tame, and actually 
seem to enjoy being handled. 

Of course, differences between 
species dictate how they naturally 
react to perceived danger, but 
there are some basic misconcep¬ 
tions about what an animal may 
perceive as a threat 
When threatened, mice and rats 
tend to flatten themselves on the 
ground in an attempt to “disap¬ 
pear.” For this reason you should 
approach them from above and 
pick them up gently by the scruff 
of the neck, the way a mother ani¬ 
mal usually picks up her young. 
The animal may then be trans¬ 
ferred to the flat palm of the hand 
and stroked. 

Never approach a mouse or rat 
from below, as it will almost cer¬ 
tainly try to defend itself — and 
remember never to pick it up by 
the tail. This is both frightening 
and painful for your pet, and a sure 
way for you to get nipped. 

Hamsters also fear danger from 
flying predators and larger ene¬ 
mies and, when approached from 
above, immediately roll over on 
their backs and try to defend them¬ 
selves with tiny claws and sharp 


n/ 


front teeth. Place your hand flat on 
the surface in front of the hamster, 
then slide it under the animal and 
lift gently. Cavies and whistlers - 
both also called guinea pigs - usu¬ 
ally do not bite, but appreciate 
gentle handling, as we all do, ani¬ 
mal or human. They are best 
picked up by placing a hand 
around them from above, and lift- 
teg gently. 

Small children should not be 
allowed to pick up rabbits until the 
animals are very tame and volun¬ 
teer to be handled. 

Rabbits are very strong, and 
while they don’t usually bite they 
can scratch badly with their sharp 
hind claws. While these scratches 
are painful and rather frightening, 
there is absolutely no truth in the 
oft-repeated assertion that they 
can infect you with rabies. Even 
health authorities blithely foster 
this belief, despite the fact that 
there is no record anywhere of 
anyone ever getting rabies from an 
animal scratch. 

Always lift a rabbit with both 
hands - one on the scruff of the 
neck, the other slid under the rump 
- grasping both hind legs with the 
fingers of that band because the 
rabbit scratches with its strong 
hind feet From there, the rabbit 
may be slid back into the crook of 
Ihe elbow, while both scruff and 
hind legs are still in your grasp. A 
rabbit feels secure in this position 
and will rarely struggle. 

Finally, no matter how used 
we’ve become to seeing magicians 
pull rabbits out of hats by their

ears, don’t you ever do it! It is 
cruel and painful. A rabbit's ears 
are not handles to be tugged on. 
and you may inflict painful and 
permanent damage on your pet 

It is also good to bear in mind 
that while most rabbits are quite 
docile, one will occasionally turn 
out quite aggressive. 

1 had such a rabbit once. His 
name was Claude and he actually 
tried to attack a dog three times his 


size. A rabbit like Claude is no pet 
for a child — or anyone else, for 
that matter. 

All in all, a bit of understanding 
of the species you are raising plus 
a calm and gentle approach are all 
you need to enjoy your rodent 
pets. 

I should just add that I do not 
think any rodents, except for 
cavies, make suitable pets for chil¬ 
dren under 12.

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Analysts: World reaction to nuclear 
tests could harm Indian economy 


BOMBAY (Reuters) - India’s 
vast, varied and closely followed 
emerging market might have been 
dealt a severe blow in the wake of 
the subcontinent's unexpected 
execution of nuclear tests, analysis 
said yesterday. 

Indian markets took cover yes¬ 
terday as the rest of the country 
cheered nuclear tests that have 
drawn condemnation worldwide. 

The United Slates and Japan, the 
world's two most powerful 
economies, both said they are con¬ 
sidering sanctions, while Britain 
said the European Union was “dis¬ 
gusted” by India's action- 

The markets fear foreign curren¬ 
cy inflows into India will slow if 
sanctions are imposed, putting 
pressure on the rupee. 

"The real focus will be on the 
lack of inflows over the next two 
months, both from corporations 
and from governments into India.” 
Mitul Kotecha, treasury economist 
at Standard Chartered in London, 
told Reuters Television. 

An Indian-bom foreign fund 


manager derided the u-ate of 
patriotism that greeted India’s 
demonstration of nuclear power as 
misplaced "jingoism." 

“A real patriot would be more 
concerned abour the possible 
opportunity cost to the economy," 
he said. 

Sanctions mean export earnings 
could be hit, Indian companies 
could face more hardship raising 
money abroad, and foreign direct 
investment - already low - could 
dwindle. 

Finance Minister Yashwant 
Sinha spent his first two months in 
office reassuring foreign investors 
they have nothing to fear from the 
Hindu revivalist Bharatiya Janata 
Party (BJP)-led coalition. 

Now his government's action 
will come under scrutiny when 
leaders of the Group of Eight (G8) 
nations meet in Britain on Friday. 

“I have absolutely no indications 
at this point of time that the flow 
of foreign investment is going to 
be affected as a result of [the 
tests],” Sinha told reporters in 


New Delhi. 

Sinha, who presents his first bud¬ 
get on June 1. needs private invest¬ 
ment, particularly from abroad, to 
help an economy whose growth 
rate slid to 5.1 percent in 1997/98 
(April-March j after racing over 7% 
in the previous three years. 

The government has a fiscal 
deficit of 6.59 of gross domestic 
product (GDP), according to 
newspaper reports, and no money 
to spend in key areas like infra¬ 
structure. 

In 1997/98,48% of total revenue 
went towards interest payments, 
defense took 26$. salaries 15% 
and subsidies \3°c. 

India relies on foreign capital 
inflows to cover a current account 
deficit which, according to the 
Center for Monitoring Indian 
Economy (CM1E). rose to $5 bil¬ 
lion in 1997/98 from $3.73 billion 
the previous year. 

CMIE said it expected net for¬ 
eign capital inflows in 1997/98 to 
total SS.2 billion against S9J55 bil¬ 
lion the previous year. 


But foreign ponfolio invest¬ 
ments have shown net outflows 
from India in four of the last six 
months, and data released yester¬ 
day showed the trend continued in 
the first week of May. 

Standard & Poor’s, the interna¬ 
tional debt rating agency, yester¬ 
day reaffirmed India's debt rating 
at BB+, which is just below 
investment grade. But it warned it 
could review the rating if sanc¬ 
tions were imposed. 

"Sanctions could change 
things,” said Ashok Bhatia, asso¬ 
ciate in sovereign ratings at S&P 
in London. 

Moody’s Investors Services is 
expected to announce soon if it is 
downgrading Indian debt to below 
investment grade. 

The fund manager cautioned 
against second-guessing how 
investors will react to the furor 
that has accompanied the nuclear 
tests, saying "A lot depends on 
how the diplomatic scene shapes 
up in the next few days.”

Cabinet pushes bill for municipal 
accountability on budget breaches 
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By Jerusalem Post Staff 

The cabinet yesterday stepped up 
its bid to make municipal councils 
more accountable by moving ahead 
with a plan imposing sanctions 
against local authorities which 
build up large deficits. 

This decision was taken while 
Union of Local Authorities in Israel 
(ULAl) leaders were beginning 3 
hunger strike outside the Treasury 
and threatening to block the 
entrance until an agreement is 
reached releasing funds. 

The dispute centers on die 
Finance Ministry's refusal to allow 
the transfer of funds to the councils 
unless they continue to implement a 
promise made by their heads in 
June, 1997 to make across-the- 
board efficiency savings. 

The cabinet affirmed its plan to

push ahead with the second and 
thud readings of a bill approved in 
June by the Treasury. Interior 
Ministry and ULAL 

Under the tenfis of the June deal 
among the ULAI. Treasury and 
Interior Ministry forming the basis 
for the bill, the Treasury was to 
make a one-time NIS 300 million 
payment to local authorities last 
year. This was to be followed by 
NIS 500m. this year and NIS 200m. 
in 1999. At the time of the deal, the 
municipalities had an overall bud¬ 
get deficit of NIS 4 billion. 

The agreement stipulated that 
these transfers take place on condi¬ 
tion that local authorities balance 
their books and do not accumulate 
large deficits, take action on pay 
excesses, downsize and implement 
efficiency drives. 

The ULAl issued a statement last 


night saying that the Treasury has 
agreed payments will recommence 
today and as a result the organiza¬ 
tion was ending its protest It called 
die renewal of transfers “a victory 
for the people" and promised better, 
more efficient services as a result 

In January last year the ULAl 
called for die immediate resignation 
of Treasury Wages and Labor 
Agreements Director Yossi Kucik, 
following the publication of his 
third annual Public Bodies Salaries 
Report, which accused councils of 
building up huge debts and lead 10 
die introduction of legislation.

Investing in the contrary 

To get the best return on your money in Wall Street’s raging bull market, 
states one theory, find out what the experts are doing — and do the opposite

I n February 1970, more than 
2.000 top money managers 
gathered for the Institutional 
Investors Conference at the New 
York Hilton. Someone decided to 
poll them to find the stock they 
thought would be the best per¬ 
former for die year ahead. 

The consensus choice: National 
Student Marketing, a high-flier 
that was then trading at $140 a 
share. By July, it had collapsed to 
$7. Not much later, it was out of 
business. 

I first read this little anecdote 19 
years ago in a book called 
Contrarian Investment Strategy , 
by David Dreman. I was hooked. I 
became a ferocious convert to 
contrarianism - die style of invest¬ 
ing that finds what the experts are 
doing and then does the opposite. 

Dreman is the king of the con¬ 
trarians, and his book was tilled 
with stories and surveys that 
showed convincingly that the 
crowd of professionals was wrong 
more than it was right - and that 
smart investors could make 
money off their mistakes. 

One of my favorite Dremanisms 
was a table of 51 forecasts 
between 1929 and 1976. Nine 
groups of experts picked the 
stocks or industries they believed 
would be the best over the next 
year. Not only did they fail to pick 
the best; they failed to pick the 
average. A total 77 percent of their 
choices underperformed the mar¬ 
ket as a whole. 

Ch er the past 20 years, loads of 
research has supported Die man's 
earlier contentions. For example, 
it is now undeniable that stocks 
with low price-to-eamings (P/E) 
ratios - in other words, stocks that 
investors are shunning - do better 
than stocks with high P/Es. Ditto, 
stocks with low price-to-sales 
ratios, or with high dividend 
yields - all signs of value. 

Dreman put his principles to 
work managing the money of 
wealthy investors and pension 
funds. Then, 10 years ago. be 
started a fund he recently sold Co 
Kemper. It's called Kemper- 
Dreman High-Return, and it's 
returned an annual average of 
32.8% over the past three years 
and 22.8% over the past five -: 
compared with 31.7% and 23.6%, 
respectively, for the Standard & 
Poor’s 500 index. That's very 
impressive, considering the fund 
is 24% less risky (by one measure¬ 
ment) than the SAP. 

In the contrarian style, Dreman’s 
portfolio is heavily weighted 


toward tobacco stocks (Philip 
Morris Cos. is his top holding and 
LIST Inc., maker of snuff, is sec¬ 
ond) and energy stocks (Atlantic 
Richfield Co. is third). His fund is 
also highly concentrated - SO 
stocks, with more than one-fourth 
of the assets in the fust six - and 
has very low turnover (12% annu¬ 
ally. meaning he holds the typical 
stock for eight years). 

But it is Dreman the thinker, not 
Dreman the fund manager, who 
interests me. He published a fol¬ 
low-up book with only a few revi¬ 
sions in 1982, and, since then, fans 
have been waiting for the next 
installment, contenting ourselves 
with his excellent column in 
Forbes. Just this week, the new 
book is coming out: Contrarian 
Investment Strategies: The Next 
Generation (Simon & Schuster). 

It updates the tales and figures in 
the earlier books, but it makes an 
important new contribution. 
Dreman has come up with a novel 
way to analyze risk, and risk is the 
great misunderstood variable in 
investing. 

Risk isn’t easy to understand, 
but, in financial terms it is best 
defined as volatility. Think of it 
thus way: Stocks have returned an 
annual average of 11 % (dividends 
plus price appreciation) over the 
past 72 years, according to 
research by Ibbotson Associates of 
Chicago- Now, imagine two dif¬ 
ferent stocks - one that returns 
11 % year after year and another 
that wildly fluctuates, one year up 
50%, the next year down 40%, 
but, again, averaging 11 % annually. 

The second stock is deemed 
highly risky, and there are ways to 
quantify its volatility - through 
beta coefficients, which compare 
the stock's ups and downs to those 
of tiie market as a whole, or 
through standard deviation, which 
tracks the stock's consistency 
against its own track record. 

Take, for instance, a stock that 
has returned an average of 13% 
annually over the past 30 years 
with a standard deviation of 20%. 
This means that in two-thirds of 
the years, the stock returned 
between -7% and +33 percent A 
stock with the same average return 
but a standard deviation of 35% 
would fluctuate two-thirds of the 
years between -23% and +48%. 

There are two problems with 
volatility: First it frightens 
investors into selling when they 
shouldn't Second, it means you 
can’t hold a portfolio with a high 
proportion of stocks if you need to 
cash them in soon (say, in the next 
five years). 
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But such risk measures as stan¬ 
dard deviation are erode tools. 

Dreman goes further. “A realis¬ 
tic definition of risk,” he writes, 
“recognizes the potential loss of 
capita] through inflation and taxes, 
and would... tell os the probabili¬ 
ties that we will both maintain our 
purchasing power and do better 
than alternative investments for 
die period we chose.” In other 
words, a better way to measure 
risk is not simply to look at gyra¬ 
tions but at the chance you’ll lose 
your purchasing power and at (be 
chance you'll lose ground to 
bonds and money-market funds or 
Treasury bills. 

Dreman also believes that these 
risk measurements should be 
longer-term than beta and standard 
deviation, which generally look at 
one-year periods. 

WITH ORIGINAL research, 
Dreman has come up with some 
startling results, which he lays out 
in great detail in his book. 

For example, if you hold a diver¬ 
sified stock portfolio for 10 years, 
the probability is 76% that you 
will get a return that’s at least half 
the return of the overall market - 
or at least 53%, after inflation. (I 
realize this is not an easy concept, 
so just read the sentence over 
again. Got it?) Okay, now Dreman 
compares these results with the 
returns for a bond or T-bill portfo¬ 
lio. On average, bonds produce a 
total return of 9% (again, after 
inflation) and T-bills, 4%, over 
five years. 

So, to recap: The chances are 
better than three out of four that 
you'll get a return over 10 years 
that is half the average market 
return. But half of die market 
return for stocks is still nearly six 
times greater than the full market 
return for bonds! 

Dreman also analyzes stock, 
bond, and T-bill investments after 
taxes. The results are even more 
stuuninjg: Let’s go out 15 fyeais. 
For that period,- the probability 
that you will get an average -mar¬ 
ket return in stocks is a hefty 63%. 
That total return comes to 92%, 
after inflation and taxes. But the 
return for bonds over 15 years is 
24%. 

“The conclusion,” writes 
Dreman, “is obvious..- Using this 


analysis of risk in the postwar 
period, stocks are the least risky 
investments over time. If you are 
in your thirties, for example, and 
have a goal of retiring at 65, you 
should bny blue-chip stocks 
because yon have a 100% chance 
of both preserving and enhancing 
your capital, as well as outper¬ 
forming bonds and T-bills." 

Thar’s not all. The odds, he 
writes, “are still overwhelming at 
15 years and reasonably good at 
four or five years. From a risk per¬ 
spective, bonds and T-bills give 
yon increasingly short odds after 
only a few years. They are not the 
investments yon want to build 
your future upon.” 

So build your future cm stocks - 
especially cm contrarian stocks. 

BUT WHICH ones? “One contrari¬ 
an value investment idea is Seattle 
Rim Works” writes Rex Takasugi 
in his Kent, Wash.-based newsletter 
Technical Disciplines. “The stock 
was certainly overvalued at its high 
of $28.50, but has fallen about 72% 
in tiie last two years— Return on 
equity is excellent, current ratio is 
solid and they have $15 million in 
cadi and long-term securities.” 

Another contrarian play is 
Southwest Airlines Co., the low- 
cost carrier. “Wall Street was dis¬ 
appointed that Southwest did not 
beat (earnings) estimates by a big¬ 
ger margin,” writes Dow Theory 
Forecasts, which rates it “a top 
buy.” Shares have fallen 20% 
since mid-March, and Southwest’s 


P/E ratio is 17 - fairly modest for 
a company whose profits are up 
about 50% over last year. 

Timothy Vick, who edits Today's 
Value Investor in Hammond, ImL, 
is a bargain hunter who is fond of 
Humana, Inc- the huge managed- 
care provider “as a turnaround 
candidate in a rebounding health¬ 
care field.” 

By conventional standards, 
Humana, at a P/E of 24, does noi 
seem cheap, but its price sales 
ratio is a mere 0.6 (a good role of 
thumb is that a P/S below 1.0 is 
attractive), and earnings should be 
up 40% for the 12 months ended 
in July over the previous year. 

As for contrarian mutual funds. I 
have long been an admirer of 
Greenspring, with a standard devi¬ 
ation of just 6.4% ami a beta that's 
64% below average, according to 
the Value Line Mutual Fund 
Survey, which crowns the fund 
with its top risk rating. 

Greenspring is heavily weighted 
toward financial stocks, including 
Orestar Financial Corp. and Long 
Beach Financial Corp., but also 
owns some interesting high-techs, 
including Barringer Technologies, 
Inc., which makes sensitive secu¬ 
rity equipment that can identify 
explosives and which trades at a 
P/E of just 9. 

Another large holding is Griffon 
Corp., which makes specialty plas¬ 
tic films for products ranging from 
disposable drapers to radar systems. 

So get the book, and get the 
stocks. (The Washington Post)

second takeover bid 


Courtaulds Pic." said it’s in talks 
over a second takeover bid from 
PPG Industries Inc. and a 
Donaldson, Lufkin & Jemette buy¬ 
out arm that could trump a £L26 
billion ($3.77b.) offer already 
accepted from Akzo Nobel NV. 

Britain’s third-biggest chemical 
company said PPG Industries is 
interested in buying Courtaulds’ 
coatings business, while US invest¬ 
ment bank Donaldson, Lufkin <fe 
Jemette would buy die rest pfytite 
business, which includes textile 
fibers and polymers. - <r - 

A counterbid would come amid 
continuing consolidation in tiie 
world chemicals industry as chem¬ 
ical manufacturers seek to cut costs 
and expand market share in higher- 
margin businesses like paints. 
Courtaulds is the world’s lead¬ 


ing mafrgr of marine and aero¬ 
space coatings. 

"Akzo is already paying a full 
juice, and it looks like they may 
have to pay more,” said Michael 
Stone, analyst with Deutsche 
Morgan Grenfell in London. 

Stone said tiie approach by 
Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania-based 
PPG isn’t a surprise, given earlier 
market speculation. 

“The feet that they have a part¬ 
ner interested in tire fibers business 
makes tire approach credible.” 

Akzo declined comment cn fee 
p rospec t of a bidding battle for 
Courtaulds, saying only that it would 
act “in fee interests of shareholders.” 

Courtaulds said no offer has yet 
been received. It would make a 
further statement “in due course.”

Stocks rose for a fourth day yes¬ 
terday. led by targe banks after 
they received buy recommenda¬ 
tions from Goldman, Sachs & Co. 

Bank Leu mi, the country’s sec¬ 
ond largest bank, gained 2 percent 
to 7.2 shekels, and Bank 
Hapoalim. the largest bank, rose 
2.1 percent to 11.12 shekels. That 
helped the Maof Index of 25 
largest companies to rise 1.15 per¬ 
cent to a record 338.40. 

The two banks were rated “rec¬ 
ommended for purchase” by 
Jerusalem-based analyst Daniel 
Carasso, who forecast “strong 
earnings growth” in 1999 as die 
country's economic growth accel¬ 
erates to 4 percent from the 2.2 
percent expected for this year. 

The Goldman Sachs reports 
have “been bringing a lot of new 
money”into the market, said Yuval 
Ravi v, a trader at Societe 
Generate Securities and Trading. 
“A lot of funds follow their rec¬ 
ommendations.” 

Tadiran. a maker of telecommuni¬ 
cations equipment, defense systems 
and consumer appliances, surged 
3.7 percent to NIS 144.6. T&drran 
was rated “market oatperformer” in 
new coverage by Goldman. Super- 
Sol. gained 3.1 percent to NIS 
12.23. The supermarket operator, 
which is scheduled to report first- 
quarter earnings tomorrow, was 
reiterated “recommended list” at 
Goldman Sachs. 

Carasso gave Israel Chemicals 


and its Dead Sea Works and Dead 
Sea Bromine subsidiaries a “mar¬ 
ket performer" rating. Israel 
Chemicals gained 1.4 percent to 
NIS 4.45. Dead Sea Works, a 
maker of potash fertilizer and 
industrial products, gained 1.6 per¬ 
cent to 9.5 and Dead Sea Bromine 
advanced 3.9 percent u> 34.9. 

The Tel Aviv-100 Index of 
largest companies rose I percent 
to a record 322.60. Across the Tel 
Aviv Stock Exchange, NIS 284.7 
million ($77.5 million) of shares 
were traded.

Japanese stocks were mixed, as 
automakers rose on reports Nissan 
Motor Co. is moving toward a part¬ 
nership with Daimler-Benz AG. 
Steelmakers fell after the govern¬ 
ment said economic conditions 
worsened for a second month. 

“Nissan’s negotiations with 
Daimler Benz have got the market 
excited that more foreign capital 
might be on the way,” said 
Tomohiko Yohena, a deputy man¬ 
ager at Izumi Securities Co.’s 
Osaka trading department. “But 
there’s no shortage of evidence 
the economy is still in trouble.” 

The Nikkei 225 stock index fell 
59.42 points, or 039 percent, to 
15,322.48. The broader Topix 
index of all shares on the first sec¬ 
tion of the Tokyo Stock Exchange 
rose 2.07 points, or 0.17 percent, 
to 1204.86. Nissan rose 23 yen to

Mark strengthens as higher interest rates expected 


The dollar declined against the 
mark yesterday amid expectations 
toe Bundesbank will raise interest 
rates sooner than the Federal 
Reserve does. 

While few analysts anticipate

Precious metals 

Copper rose from its lowest 
closing price in a month on toe 
London Metal Exchange amid 
signs demand remains robust 
manufacturing demand in North 
America and Europe. Germany, 
toe world's fourth largest copper 
consumer, expects economic 
growth of 2.6 percent this year; 
the country’s six leading eco¬

US bonds little changed 


“Today’s most important event 
is the three-year auction,” said 
Ken Fan, a government bond 
strategist at Paribas Corp. “It will 
have to get cheaper to attract more 
demand.” 

The benchmark 30-year 
Treasury bond rose 1/8, or $1.25 
per $1,000 bond to 101 14/32, to 
yield 6.02 percent. The two-year 
note’s yield fell 2 basis point to 
5.62%. 

Bonds got a boost after a survey 
by the Federal Reserve Bank of 
Atlanta showed that manufactur¬ 
ers based in the Southeast saw 



their business expand at a slower 
pace last month. 

The Atlanta Fed’s business con¬ 


ditions index fell to 19.9 last 
month, from 29.5 in March. A pos¬ 
itive index means more of the 
region's manufacturers reported 
seeing increases in production 
than declines. 

“It suggests there is little infla¬ 
tion pressure in the manufacturing 
sector,” said Kevin Logan, senior 
market economist at Dresdner 
Klein wort Benson. 

In when-issued trading, which 
occurs before toe securities are 
delivered by the Treasury, the 
new three-year note was yielding 
5.64%. The Treasury announced 


last week that it would cease sell¬ 
ing three-year notes after this 
auction because surging tax rev¬ 
enue is decreasing its need to bor¬ 
row. 

WaJ/Street firms that buy new 
securities from the Treasury and 
resell them to investors typically 
drive yields higher before a sale to 
drum up demand. Firms arranging 
corporate bond sales alto will sell 
Treasuries to hedge against poten¬ 
tial losses they’d suffer if yields 
rose before toe securities were 
sold to investors.

Smith was known as die Iron Man 

because of the no-nonsense treat¬ 
ment he handed out to the opposi¬ 
tion. But these days 
the 53-year-old ’is 
wheelchair bound, the 
victim of osteo and 
rheumatoid arthritis. 
As if that isn’t enough, 
last month Smith was 
involved in a car crash 
which nearly cost him 
bis life, but left him 
with a broken collar 
bone, broken ribs and a 
fracture to the spine 
which the halo is sup¬ 
posed to heal. 

All of this pales into 
insignificance, howev¬ 
er, when one considers the bizarre 
story of Smith and the Department 
of Social Security saga, the climax 
of which last week in an appeal 
defeat which prompted the tabloids 
to go to town. His weekly disability 
benefit of £132 was reduced to just 
over £13 by a tribunal who had 
demanded a cut after Smith had 
taken part in a charity penalty 
shoot-out prior to the 1996 FA Cup 
final. 

Smith's solicitor pointed to the 
excruciating pain his client was in 
during the charity event, to tire 
extent that he was drugged ttp with 
painkillers. A consultant rheumatol¬ 
ogist's assessment that Smith was 
unable to walk more than 20 yards 
was rejected by the tribunal. With 
more than a hint of sarcasm. Smith 
believes his downfall may have 
been die work of an irate Everton 
fan. “Apparently, this DSS official 
was going round bragging that he’s 
got Tommy Smith’s benefit 


slopped,” Smith told the Sunday 
Mirror newspaper at the weekend.

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Chelsea, Stuttgart meet 
after seesaw season 


STOCKHOLM (Reuters! - The 
fortunes of Chelsea and VfB 
Stuttgart, who meet today in the 
final of the European Cup 
Winners’ Cup, have run in parallel 
through a seesaw season for the 
two clubs. 

Both started the competition as 
fee favourites to reach fee final and 
neither disappointed fee bookmak¬ 
ers. Both ended the season in fourth 
place in the league, wife the com¬ 
fort of knowing'diai win or lose in 
Stockholm they are guaranteed a 
place in Europe next season 
through the IEFA Cup. 

Both sides relied on foreign tal¬ 
ent to press their European claims 
and both suffered backroom 
upheavals during the season, wife 
Chelsea sacking" Ruud Gullit and 
installing Giaiiiuca Vialli. and 
Joachim Loew enduring a dress¬ 
ing-room revolt. 

Both suffered crises of confi¬ 
dence mid-season wife Stuttgart 
dropping to 10th place and Chelsea 
suffering a string of poor results 
and an ignominious drubbing by 
Manchester United in fee F.A. Cup. 

Neither side has a great European 
pedigree. 

Chelsea's only trophy was the 
Cup Winners’ Cup 27 years ago, 
won after a replay against Real 
Madrid in Athens when Peter 
Osgood, Charlie Cooke and John 
Hollins were working their magic 
for the London club.* 

Stuttgart, despite winning four 
championships and three German 
Cups, have reached only one 
European final and then they came 
up against Diego Maradona’s 
Napoli in fee UEFA Cup in 1989 
and were beaten. 

There, some would say, the paral¬ 


lels end. “Neutrals would look at us 
and say we've got very creative 
players and are a side with more 
flair,” Chelsea's England defender 
Graeme Le Saux said. 

The FA Cup holders have proved 
one of the most exciting sides in 
any league this season, carrying on 
Gullit's philosophy of “total foot¬ 
ball” wife every player willing and 
able to push forward. 

Their enormous payroll includes 
high-profile names such as player- 
manager Vi alii himself, alongside 
Italy internationals Gianfranco 
Zola and Roberto Di Matteo. 

They also boast the talents of 
France defender Frank Leboeuf 
and four other players likely to 
figure in the World Cup this sum¬ 
mer - Ed De Goey the Dutch goal¬ 
keeper, Frank Sinclair playing for 
Jamaica, Dan Petrescu " for 
Romania and Tore Andre Flo for 
Norway. 

Stuttgart also boast top interna¬ 
tional players in Bulgarian mid¬ 
fielder Krasimir Balakov, consid¬ 
ered by many fee finest playmaker 
operating in Germany, Croatian 
international Svonomir Soldo and 
Nigerian striker Jonathan 
Akpoborie. 

Al the back, Thomas Berth old 
who earned 62 caps for Germany 
adds experience, and Fredi Bobic 
who is likely to be in Berti Vogts's 
squad for France, is always a dan¬ 
ger up front. He has scored six 
goals in the four rounds of the com¬ 
petition so far. 

“They will be very strong,” ViaJIi 
predicted. “Physically solid, men¬ 
tally very controlled and they work 
hard." he added. 

“Balakov is a great player with 
great imagination. He makes the 


others score goals." But none of fee 
Sumgait squad enjoys the high pro¬ 
file or the wage packets of 
Chelsea's top players. 

Then? also appears to be a certain 
lack of enthusiasm among Stuttgart 
fans. Although 50.000 turned oul to 
watch them beat Werder Bremen in 
fee last match of fee season on 
Saturday, the club sent back all but 
1.000 of their 12,000 ticket alloca¬ 
tion for the Stockholm final. 

Fans blamed the difficult journey 
and lack of late flights for their apa¬ 
thy. Chelsea could have sold their 
12.000 quota several times over 
and many ticketiess fans are 
expected in Sweden merely to 
savor fee atmosphere and hope to 
find a ticket on the day. 

The Londoners hope that Zola, 
who has been in Italy for specialist 
treatment on a groin injury, will be 
fit at least for the bench.

Spanring - both suspended - but 
will not be looking for excuses. 

“We have the opportunity of win¬ 
ing the first European trophy in the

Loew said.

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Sampras tries to put 
lapses behind him

Pete Sampras has a fantasy 
about next December. The tennis 
season will be over. As usual, 
he’ll have won a Grand Slam 
tournament or two. He’ll be No. 

1 in the world for the sixth con¬ 
secutive year - a record. Maybe 

- just maybe - he'll even have a 
French Open tide to treasure. 

And he'll be on vacation. He'll 
leave his tennis rackets at home 
and go somewhere he can golf, 
and gamble, and maybe even 
sleep until noon. 

“I won’t pick up a newspaper,” 
he said. “I won’t even pay atten¬ 
tion to tennis. 1 want to wake up 

- wake up late - and not do any¬ 
thing. I want to eat whatever I 
want, do what 1 want to do. 1 
want to have fun. I want to have 
that, even for a little while.” 

Forgive Sampras his fantasies. 
It hasn’t been an easy year. Last 
December - the one month he 
takes off at the end of the tennis 
season - he spent his time in 
twice-a-day rehabilitation, trying 
to strengthen the calf muscle he 
strained at the Davis Cup final in 
Sweden. And though he claimed 
to be ready to start a new season 
at the Australian Open, he was¬ 
n’t He lost there in the quarter¬ 
finals. Lost early at Indian Wells, 
lost early at Lipton in Florida in 
March, then lost his No. 1 rank¬ 
ing for the first time in nearly 
two years. 

“This year hasn't been atro¬ 
cious,” Sampras said, “but it cer¬ 
tainly hasn’t been to where it 
should be.” 

Sampras made a whirlwind 
stop in Washington this past 
Friday to promote “USA Tennis 
Month” with a visit to the White 
House. While he hit bails on the 
White House courts with kids 
from the Washington Tennis 
Foundation - and slopped to chat 
for a while in a suite at the Hay- 
Adams Hotel - a private plane 
awaited him at National Airport. 
He was off that same night for 
Rome, where he plans to play in 
a clay-court tournament in 
preparation for the French Open, 
which begins in Paris on May 
25. 

The roughest - and potentially 
most rewarding - part of the ten¬ 
nis season is about to begin for 
Sampras, who is driven by the 
desire to win as many Grand 
SanrcyBjgfiSjble, and 
sid&§^ j&nch Open (t^opty^ ; 
one of the four Slams he has- i 
failed to master j among the few 
remaining goals he must con¬ 
quer. 

But after dominating 
Wimbledon last summer - in 
perhaps his best tournament per¬ 
formance ever - and after Brush¬ 
ing the year safely ensconced at 
No. 1, Sampras has found him¬ 
self in unknown territory this 
spring. And he blames most of it 
on December. Not the December 
of his fantasies, but the one he 
would prefer to forget. 

The night after he injured him¬ 
self playing Davis Cup singles in 
Goteborg, Sweden, Sampras was 
bitter and frustrated. The long 
tennis schedule clearly had taken 
its toll, and with Davis Cup play 
tacked on to the end, he saw his 
offseason whittled down to a few 
weeks. Throw in the injury, and 
he felt almost trapped. 

T was really upset,” Sampras 
said of that night “Really 
upset” He went home to Florida, 
and was unhappy. He couldn’t 
walk. He couldn’t play golf. He 
spent his days in a funk, waiting 
for his scheduled rehabilitation 
sessions. He couldn't do any¬ 
thing active until Christmas 
week, when he found himself 
back on the courts, trying to get 
in shape quickly for the 
Australian Open. 

“In my mind, it was like T 
never got away from the game," 
he said. “I never got re-energized 
and passionate and excited about 
playing again. I went to the 
Australian Open just hoping to 
get through, and that didn't hap¬ 
pen. And after, I think I felt a lit¬ 
tle burned oul" 

Sampras now admits that he 
lied when he said he was ready 
to play in Melbourne. His physi¬ 


cal fitness was not what it should 
have been, and his mental com¬ 
mitment wasn’t there either. And 
it didn’t improve in the weeks 
afterward. Sampras’s record so 
far this year is 21-5, but he has 
won only two tournaments, and 
he has lost relatively early in the 
tournaments that matter, such as 
Lipton. 

“I’ve always said that to be 
good at this, you need three 
things,” Sampras said. “You 
need to have the game, you need 
to have the heart and you need to 
have the mind. This year, the 
game's not really been there. 
And the heart and the mind, all 
that’s sort of been in the middle 
somewhere.” 

Sampras said he came to that 
realization about a month and a 
half ago, after he lost to Wayne 
Ferreira in die third round at 
■Lipton, and lost his No. 1 rank¬ 
ing to Marcelo Rios in the 
process. He regained the No. 1 
ranking after two weeks, but 
still, a lesson was learned. 

Sampras realized he wasn't as 
focused as be should be. He real¬ 
ized that he had not been doing 
enough off the court to maintain 
his physical fitness. He decided 
to make some changes. 

Sampras's major decision has 
been to put his house in Tampa 
on the market and move to Lake 
Nona, near Orlando, where he 
can reunite with Paul 
Etcheberry, his fitness coach 
from 1992 to ’96. He also spent 
a lot of time thinking about how 
much the No. I ranking really 
means to him. 

“I was disappointed because it 
shouldn’t have happened,” he 
said. “I can just blame myself, 
though, and the way I was play¬ 
ing and blame the whole three 
months. I wasn’t playing that 
well. 1 wasn't in shape. It took 
that to make me realize I have to 
start working much harder off 
the court.” 

Sampras has three goals 
remaining: He wants to win the 
French. He wants to' break Roy 
Emerson's record for most 
career Grand Slam titles 
(Emerson won 12; Sampras is at 
10), and he wants to break the 
record he shares with Jimmy 
Connors for most consecutive 
years at No. 1. .And he wants to 
achieve all that without losing 
sight of what became so obvious 
“to him last December He needs 
Jo find a way to jchieve those 
“while still leaving time for things'* 
besides tennis. 1 
“I have a life outside of the 
game, but I guess I felt as far as 
tennis was concerned, I didn't 
have any time to get away from 
the game,” Sampras said. “I 
know I’m pretty consumed with 
the game, but it’s not like I go to 
sleep watching videotapes of 
myself playing. I still see my 
family, my girlfriend (actress 
Kimberly Williams)." 

One decision Sampras is 
weighing is how much commit¬ 
ment he should make to die 
Davis Cup, if any at all. Sampras 
said it’s “definitely a possibility" 
that he will not play Davis Cup 
at all this year. It appears as if he 
has been gently testing, the 
waters, trying to get a sense of 
how it would be perceived, pub¬ 
licly. 

“I- can't win either way,” he 
said, knowing that, as the best 
US player, he is expected to rep¬ 
resent his country at least in die 
third and final rounds. “So I 
don’t know what I’ll do.” 

For now, though, he feels bet¬ 
ter about himself, and about ten¬ 
nis, than he has since 1998 
began. And he’s going to start 
small with the breaks: This 
month, for example, he’s going 
to lake off the week before the 
French for the first time, and 
spend it knocking around Paris, 
rather than playing the ATP 
World Team Championship in 
Dusseldorf. 

“Everything's real good," he 
said. “Obviously, this year hasn’t 
been great, and there’s a lot of 
room for improvement But I 
feel like I’m confident I feel like 
I’m fit... I’m going to just go to 
Paris, and give it a good ride."

PHOENIX (AP) — Kerry Wood 
made his own place in the record 
book. 

The 20-year-old Chicago Cubs 
phenomenon, who tied Roger 
Clemens' mark by striking out 20 
last week, set the major league 
record for strikeouts in consecutive 
games by fanning 13 Arizona 
Diamondbacks in a 4-2 win 
Monday night 

The major league record for 
strikeouts in two starts was 32. set 
by LuisTiant in 1968 and matched 
by Nolan Ryan (1974), Dwight 
Gooden (1984) and Randy 
Johnson (1997). 

But featuring a 97 mph fastball 
and a sharp slider, the rookie need¬ 
ed just seven innings to reach his 
fetal of 33 .and blow past those 
othecfour pitchers.

Shearer cleared In kicking incident 


LONDON (AP) — England captain Alan Shearer, 
charged last week by the Football Association with 
kicking an opponent, was cleared yesterday by the 
same body. 

The incident occurred April 29 when television 
footage and newspaper pictures showed Shearer 
retaliating after a collision and kicking grounded 
Leicester player Neil Lennon in the face. 

Shearer, who is known in England for his clean-cut 
image, escaped without a red or yellow card. 

Yesterday the FA said the case against Shearer had 
not been proven after a three-person commission 
heard evidence from Lennon and a representative of 
Shearer. 

A guilty verdict would have meant a short suspen¬ 
sion next season from domestic soccer, although it 
would not have affected his participation in the 
upcoming World Cup in France. 

The FA said the incident occurred as Shearer was 
making a "genuine attempt to free himself.” 

“The three-man FA commission... heard the case 
and found it not proventhe FA said in a statement. 

“In reaching its decision the commission accepted 


that the incident was initially caused by Neil Lennon 
pulling at the shirt of Alan Shearer turning round and 
trapping his leg. 

‘The commission further accepted that the alleged 
incident of Alan Shearer swinging out with his left 
leg was a genuine Attempt to free himself.” 

The incident is the latest to call in to question 
Shearer’s clean-cut image. 

Two months ago. Shearer was involved in an appar¬ 
ent bar-room scuffle in Dublin that left Newcastle 
teammate Keith Gillespie unconscious. Shearer 
denied punching him. 

With his Newcastle club sliding close to relegation. 
Shearer had an angry confrontation on the field with 
Tottenham and former Newcastle midfielder David 
Ginola two weeks ago. The French star accused the 
England international of constantly fouling him and 
waging a vendetta against him. 

Tottenham manager Christian Gross also said 
Shearer was responsible for breaking the nose of his 
Swiss defender Ramon Vega with his elbow. 

Leicester manager Martin O'Neill foriously criti¬ 
cized Shearer after the incident with Lennon.

Danny Ainge and Seattle's George 
Karl (4;; Boston's Rick Pitino and 
Chicago's Phil Jackson (3); and 
Orlando's Chuck Daly. New 
Jersey’s John Cali pari and New 
York's Jeff Van Gundy (1). 

The other three first-year coaches 
to win the award were Harry 
Gallatin with St Louis in 1962-63, 
Johnny Ken- with Chicago in 1966- 
67 and Mike Schuler with Portland 
in 1986-1987. 

The trophy is named for Red 
Auerbach, who led the Boston 
Celtics to nine NBA champi¬ 
onships from 1956-57 through 
1966-67.

Maccabi Haifa captain Alon 
Mizrahi strode onto the podium last 
night at the National Stadium 
Ramat Gan to take the State Cup 
from President Ezer Weizman and 
lift it proudly in salute of the north¬ 
ern's side 24) victory over Hapoel 
Jerusalem. 

The 59th final, which went into 
extra time, attracted an attendance 
of more than 40,000 fans, it was an 
evenly balanced contest until late 
in the second period of extra time 
when Maccabi finally managed to 
get the better of the Hapoel defense 
thanks to goals by Sergei 
Belenchuk and Mizrahi, and so 
claim their place in the preliminary 
round of next season's European 
Cup Winners' Cup.

Maccabi’s biggest scare came in 
the 68th minute, when Jerusalem’s 
Assi Tubi managed to hold the ball 
in the area despite the attention of 
two defenders then backheel back 
to ShJomi Danino whose shot was 


somehow saved by Davidovich. 

As die match moved towards 
extra time both sides made tactical 
substitutions and within a minute 
of coming on, Dudi Stolper wasted 
another good chance for Haifa.
